Of Events, Condition, Progress and Matters 
of Pacific Coast Interest. 
Eighteen degrees below zero at Tybo last 
week. 
Now that the rains have made water 
abundant, we hear of mining being carried 
on extensively all over the mineral portion 
of the county.—[Oroville Mercury. 
The county property of Washoe county, 
Nevada, is valued at §71,271 78 ; besides 
which she has §Gi,234 80 cash in the treas­ 
ury. The total debt, bonded and other­ 
wise, is only §(50,430 38. 
Elizabeth Lake is in the semi-tropical 
county of Los Angeles. But notwithstand­ 
ing this warm fact, the thermometer went 
down to 11 on the night »f December 24th. 
On the night of the 23d ultimo 10' were 
registered. 
The Yankee Fork Herald claims for that 
section of Idaho a production during the 
last summer of §100,000, and a total yield 
from the discovery of the country to date 
of §400,000. There is not yet a quartz 
mill in that section. 
A thousand tons of wheat have been 
shipped from Dixon the past two weeks, 
and only two thousand tons now remain in 
the warehouses. There are also a thou­ 
sand tons of barely, none of that grain 
having yet been shipped. 
At Modesto the lawyers last week called 
County Judge Stone from bed to admit a 
prisoner to bail. When the Court got its 
clothes on and took the bench, the bar 
produced the prisoner, in the shape of a 
handsome gold watch and chain, which 
chain and watch were presented to the 
Judge with much speaking and cham- 
pagne-ing. 
The Riverside correspondent of the San 
Bernardino Index informs that paper that 
the raisin product of that locality the 
present season may be safely estimated at 
12.000 boxes. He also says that there are 
fears that the cold weather of the past few 
days has done serious injury to the fruit 
trees, but it is too early to form any relia­ 
ble opinion as to the extent of the injury. 
About five o’clock P . M . on New Year’s 
day, two men namtd Archulita and Diego 
Nie'o got into a quarrel in the bar-room of 
the h 'tel at El Monte, and drew weapons. 
Jesus Berreras, who was present, attempt­ 
ed to separate the combatants, and re­ 
ceived a wound in the head from a pistol 
in the hands of Nieto, which resulted in 
his death iu a few minutes. Nieto was 
arrested and had a preliminary examiuation 
and w as held to appear before the next 
Grand Jury. 
The year that has just closed has been a 
successful one for the people of this town. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the farmers 
have hail a hard time, and mauy of them 
have been compelled to take the benefit of 
the Insolvent Act, yet as a general thing 
our merchants have made closer collections 
than ever before, and with the opening of 
the new year they find themselves in a far 
better condition than they were last Janu­ 
ary.—[Oroville Mercury. 
The Nevada Tranecript says : The re­ 
cent cold weather has caused the suspen­ 
sion of washing in all the principal hy­ 
draulic mines of the county, including the 
Blue Tent, Sailor Flat, North Bloomfield, 
Milton, etc. Water was turned out from 
most of the ditches as soon as the mercury 
commenced to go down, but where permit­ 
ted to remain in an occasional one it froze to 
a solid mass. Even the large Smartville 
ditch, which a gentleman w.ho worked 
along it for twelve years says was never 
before affected in a similar marner, is only 
open for a few inches along the center, aud 
the water that rushes dswu it is thick with 
brokea iee and snow.

THE COLD SPILL AND THE CROPS. 


W e hear many fears expressed th at the 
long-continued cold and w et weather will 
result in considerable injury to the crops. So 
far as wheat is concerned we think the dam­ 
age will be generally very light, though much 
will depend on circumstances surrounding the 
sowings and the aoil. 
W heat th at had a 
pretty good start before the cold wave came 
on, we apprehend, will not be injured to men­ 
tion, whatever the nature of the soil. W heat 
th at had ju st been sown, and was in the pro­ 
cess of germinating, or th at had just come 
up above the surface, will be liable to greater 
injury, but, except iu very damp ground, we 
have but little fears th at even this will be 
much damaged. 
Those who have observed 
the grasses and grains closely have learned 
th at they will go through freezing weather 
with much less injury than people generally 
suppose. 
The fact th at the cold weather has 
been 
accompanied w ith a great deal of 
moisture, both 
in 
the atmosphere 
and 
the 
soil, 
has 
been 
a 
very 
fav 
able circumstance. 
lia d 
the 
air been 
dry and the surface of the soil been less 
dam p during the coldest spell, we should 
have felt much more uneasiness about the re 
suit. 
A nother favorable circumstance has 
been the entire absence of sunshine. 
A fter 
cold frost, if the sun comes out warm in 
the morning and touches vegetation while 
still frozen, a severe injury is sure to follow, 
but before the sun makes its appearance, let 
cold w ater be thrown over the frozen plants 
and the injury will be light. 
If nature sum 
plies thiH moisture in the shape of fogs, and 
while the plants are wet with the fog are at 
the same time protected from the rays of the 
sun, as has been the case during our entire cold 
w eather of late, we do not look for any in­ 
jurious 
results—at least to any 
extent. 
Barley and oats have not yet been sown, and 
therefore have not been harmed. 
The freez­ 
ing, we think, will be an actual benefit to the 
soil iu bettering its mechanical condition. 
This will be the case especially in heavy 
adobe soils. 
W hen the cold and damp 
weather ceases, and warm sunshiny weather 
shall Bucceed, the surface of such soil will be 
found to have parted with much of th at 
sticky, putty-like appearance, and when dry 
ing winds succeed will not bake and crust so 
much as it would have done. 
This improved 
condition of the tilth of the, surface will go 
through the season and have ,its effects upon 
every stage of the crop, helping to retain the 
moisture and prevent the pinching process 
th a t results, sometimes from the breaking of 
the surface by drying north winds. 
W e no­ 
tice th at the cold has been injurious to some 
of the semi-tropical nursery trees in some 
parts of the State ; and, what seems singular 
in this connection, is, th at this injury is com­ 
plained of as much or more in the south­ 
ern 
counties 
than 
in 
the interior 
of 
the State. 
Those 
who 
are 
interested 
in 
these 
nurseries 
should 
learn 
that 
it is not safe to keep such trees growing to j 
late in the season. 
I t will not do to con­ 
tinue irrigation later than the warmer days 
of the year to keep up tender growth. 
W ell- 
m atured wood will stand many more degrees 
of cold than th at which contains unworked 
up sap or water. 
I t is pr.ibable th at in this 
fact lays the reason th at the small orange 
and lemon trees in the southern portion of 
the State seem to be injured more than they 
are further north. 
The southern people de­ 
pend more upon irrigation than we do, e!.id 
consequently they continue the growth of 
their trees later in the season, and when cold 
weather comes it finds them less able to re­ 
sist it and its effects. 
W e do not think the 
injury to well-matured orange or lemon trees 
in this section will he noticed after a month 
of good weather. 
To the more hardy fruits 
we think no damage has been done. 


ten t grace, and even beauty, are inseparable 
from sym m etry. 
N or are these fact* lacking 
in philosophical support. 
Science has more 
to do with the combination of beauty and 
grace of form with great ability than has 
fancy. The most symmetrically formed tree, 
other things being equal, will hold up and 
perfect the greatest load of fruit, but not so 
much because of its good looks as because in 
its formation it combines proper proportion 
and scientific principles. The same principle 
applies to the aui-ual form th at applies to the 
form of a tree. 
Men know this by instinct 
as well as by reason. 
Hence in breeding for 
great endurance, for staying qualities of 
stock, in all ages and in all nations, they 
seek physical symmetry, with symmetry or 
evenness of disposition. 
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DAMP AND 
WET. 


W hile the winter so far may well be called 
damp, it has lacked considerable of being 
wet. 
The rains have been 60 timed th at the 
w ater falling has had sufficient time to run 
off before the next rain, consequently the 
w ater has a t no time been at a high stage in 
the creeks and rivers. 
I t has, therefore, been 
very favorable to the low river bottoms. 
Notwithstanding this favorable circumstance 
farmers on these lands have, up to this time, 
done but very little ia the way of cultivation, 
and less in the way of sowing. 
They have 
learned by the experience of the past few sea­ 
sons th at it is more prudent to wait till later 
in the season before risking zuuch time, labor 
.and seed on these land*. 
Those who plant 
after the spring floods on these low lands 
generally 
do 
the 
best. 
l i 
m ay 
be 
th at the damp 
season 
may 
turn into 
a 
.wet 
one 
at 
any 
tim e, 
and 
in 
th at 
case 
those 
who 
have 
delayed 
work will lose 
nothing by delay. 
Last 
season 
we 
had 
but 
little 
rain 
and 
no high water till the last of February, and 
•when the rivers did fill up and the waters 
flow over tkeir banks they covered up thou­ 
sands of aores of growing crops and did 
great damage and caused great loss. 
W e 
think the damage this season will he much 
less even should we have a wet w inter at 
last. 
We do not think, however, that the 
prospect* are good for very high water 
this spring. 
W e would not advise farmers 
whose lands are subject to overflow to take 
much stock in this opinion. 


STAYING STOCK. 


Breeders of good horses have a wide field 
in which to exercise judgm ent and discretion. 
The farmer or the man who is breeding 
horses for the farm has no less a problem to 
salve than has the breeder of the roadster or 
the racer. The farm er wants the animal of 
Btrength combined with quick and ready 
movement and great staying qualities, added 
to which should be a kind disposition and 
natural 
inclination 
to learn tractability. 
The breeders of roadsters m ost study to get 
good size, fine and strong motion, fair speed, 
good spirit, tempered with intelligent do­ 
cility, and added to all he m ust have great 
staying qualities, or he has failed to secure 
a good animal for the road. 
Good roadsters, 
of whatever stock or breed, will generally be 
found to have iu their veins some of the 
blood 
of the running horse, and from 
this blood generally they not only get or in­ 
herit th at quality usually and very appro­ 
priately termed “ game,” but also their great 
powers of endurance. 
The real trotter, the 
horse th at combines both game and sjieed on 
the course or on the road, in a great m ajority 
of cases combines the blood of the thorough 
bred w ith th a t cf the well bred roadster. 
The staying qualities of a horse or a man 
do not come so mnch from physical as from 
m ental organization and development. 
I t is 
not the anim al or the man th at has the largest 
bones or the heaviest development of muscle 
than can move the largest load or th at can 
undergo the greatest physical endurance. 
N or is it the man who has the largest brain 
th at can perform the greatest am ount of in­ 
tellectual work. 
There is a quality to bone 
and muscle, as well as to brain, and in either 
case it is this quality th at confers the greater 
value. 
Sym m etrical proportion is another 
point th at breeders of good stock strive to 
secife, and this symmetrical proportion is 
not a mere fanciful attribute but a sub­ 
stantial and 
most necessary qualification 
or accompaniment of great ability, either 
physically or mentally. 
V ery 
few un­ 
couth or ill-formed anim als have been noted 
for great speed or great endurance, and very 
few are favorites, even in the dray or on the 
farm . 
The world likes symmetry, and the 
world knows th at sym m etry is the almost 
universal accompaniment of success, of true 
ability and real reliability, To a certain ex­ 


M e r it s ok t h e S u f f o l k H og.—The Suf­ 
folk hog, as it was generally known fifteen or 
tw enty years ago, was a very diminutive an­ 
imal, scarcely weighing in most cases two 
hundred pounds a t m aturity, being nearly 
devoid ot liair, and very apt to choke up 
while being fattened ; and it was represented 
by those who were unfavorable to the breed, 
th a t it was almost useless for breeding pur­ 
poses. 
The sows were said to have been poor 
milkers, giving birth to very small litters. A 
great many people throughout the country 
seein to have an idea th at while other breeds 
of hogs have lieen changed by breeding, -the 
Suffolk is still the same animal it was years 
ago. 
The fact is, that the Suffolk has been 
improved as much as any other breed. 
The 
Suffolk of the present day, while retaining 
ail its easy fattening qualities, is a good deal 
larger than formerly, weighing a t m aturity 
from three hundred to four hundred and fifty 
pounds, and in some instances as high as five 
or six hundred pounds. 
They now, gener­ 
ally, have a good covering of soft hair, al­ 
though once in a while an individual speci­ 
men of the hreed will be thin-haired. 
They 
do not choke up by getting excessively fat 
any more than any other breed. 
W hen mot 
allowed to get too fat, the sows breed well, 
and are proverbially kind and gentle mothers, 
allowing their pigs to be handled without re­ 
senting it.

STATE RIGHTS. 


E d s. R e c o r d-U n io n : 
Y our paper has 
heretofore been one of the ablest and most 
strenuous 
advocates 
of the fundamental 
principle of the 6o-called Republican party 
of the day—that onr people constitute a na­ 
tion ; th at the Government at W ashington is 
the supreme ruler iu the land ; and th at the 
doctrine of State rights is a m yth. 
Judge 
then of m y astonishment a t reading in your 
leading editorial on Saturday last, comment­ 
ing on the dissenting opinion of Judge Field, 
in the case of the Central Pacific Railroad 
vs. Gallatin, th at “ the position taken by 
him upon the question of Congressional in­ 
vasion of State sovereignty is one which 
would beyond doubt have ranged the framers 
of the U nited States Constitution upon his 
side, and it iucludes a revelation of dangers 
and perplexities which sober men will do 
well to heed, and which it behooves every 
earnest politician to study seriously, because 
of the certainty of the approaching im port­ 
ance of this and similar questions, in both 
State and national affairs. 
The argument of 
Judge Field in regard to the peculiar rela­ 
tions existing between the Central Pacific, 
the State, and Congress, ought indeed to be 
mastered thoroughly by all who desire to 
keep themselves informed concerning the na­ 
ture of the movements by which the original 
character of the Union between the States is 
being changed, and a centralized government 
is being gradually erected upon the wrecks of 
State sovereignty, already little more than an 
em pty nam e.” . 
I am glad that something has occurred to 
bring the distinctive difference between the 
present Republican and Democratic parties 
so prominently before the people, and th at 
you recognize so prom ptly where the danger 
to our free institutions lies. 
I was born twenty-four years after the first 
inauguration of W ashington, and grew up 
amougst those who had participated in the 
formation of our Federal G overnm ent; and 
I know well, both by oral teaching and from 
the publications during the early days 8f the 
Government, its true character, and the his­ 
tory and principles of the two parties to 
which the adoption of the Federal Constitu­ 
tion gave rise. 
In the convention which framed th at Con­ 
stitution every possible effort was made to 
constitute us a nation with a strong cen­ 
tralized government. 
The words “ nation” 
and “ national ” occurred frequently through­ 
out the draft of th at instrum ent, but they 
were in every instance stricken out, the idea 
of constituting us a nation not meeting the 
approbation of the members of the Conven­ 
tion. 
A fter the adoption of the Constitu­ 
tion, and the inauguration of the Government 
under it, those who had failed in their efforts 
to have onr Government made a strong and 
consolidated one by the previsions of the 
Constitution, with a few honorable excep­ 
tions, endeavored to accomplish their object 
by construction, but the Republicans, to de­ 
feat the object of the Federalist*, secured the 
adoption of the tooth article of the amend­ 
ments to the Constitution. 
T hat article con­ 
tains the fundamental principle of the old Re­ 
publican—the now Democratic party of the 
country. 
I t reads : 
“ The powers net dele­ 
gated to the U nited States by the Constitu­ 
tion, nor prohibited by it to the States, are 
reserved to the States respectively, or to the 
l>eople.” The great mass of our people seem 
to think th a t the difference between the par­ 
ties is merely one of measures ; but measures 
cannot be strictly party questijyis unless they 
involve the fundamental difference between 
the parties, which is, a struggle for on the 
oue hand, and opposition to on the other, the 
centralization of power in a strong consoli­ 
dated government at W ashington. 
From my earliest days, the old Republican 
and its successor, the Democratic party, have 
adhered to the Constitution and opposed all 
attem pts to invade the rights of the States, 
and until the commencement of our civil 
war, being generally in power, had been able 
to defeat the designs of the Federalists; hut 
since the accession of the falsely called Re­ 
publican party in 1860, and its continuance 
ill power, the policy of the Federalists has 
prevailed, and to such an extent th at you 
now see, and all good and true Demociats 
have always believed, that the State rights 
doctrine is oue “ which the best friends of 
republican government ought to subscribe to, 
for it is founded upon priuciples, the neglect 
or abandonm ent of which must destroy the 
firmest suppi rts of popular liberty, and pre- 
I are the way for the advent of centralized 
despotism.

Heretofore, in these articles, the purpo-e 
has been to exhibit and illustrate the desira­ 
bility of the foothills as a place of residence 
for those who are able to content themselves 
w ith small farms. 
Thus far this has been a 
labor of love, and it has been an earnest work 
because the speculators have not felt au in­ 
terest in the foothills. 
The whole desire has 
been to direct striving people to a country 
where they can obtain good farms and build 
up comfortable homes. 
The R e c o r d- U n io n 
recognizes the high duty of the press to give 
the people full and complete information 
upon every subject th at interests them. 
Al­ 
ready these investigations begin to bear fruit, 
as one may easily discern by conversing with 
the emigrants who are now coming westward 
by car loads. 
These emigrants are passing 
through California to Oregon, and by the 
very best lands in the world, th at can be ob­ 
tained at reasonable rates, and they recognize 
the fact th at they are passing through a 
country far more desirable than the one to 
which they are going. 
If the reader wishes 
to understand the reason let him board the 
trains and 


in t e r v ie w t h e im m ig r a n ts. 
He will there learn that the great stream of 
imm igrants now coming have w hat they be­ 
lieve to i.e an all sufficient reason for avoid­ 
ing California. 
They say they cannot settle 
iu the Sacramento valley because the land is 
monopolized by a few men, and they will not 
settle iu tlie foothills “ because the lands aie 
owned and the people are dominated by a 
tyrannical railroad company.” 
In proof of 
botli of these assertions they refer to the 
newspapers, political speeches and the pro­ 
ceedings of the Constitutional Convention. 
Im migration to the foothills cannot be ob­ 
tained until the people at large are convinced 
that the railroad is not a curse. 
Is the rail­ 
road a damage to Placer county'! The in­ 
vestigation of this subject has been made 
solely for the purpose of subserving the wel­ 
fare of the foothill country ; and, in making 
the investigation, the Central Pacific Rail 
road Company has given free access to its 
books. 
The reader will not be troubled with 
an account of the work done in this m atter, 
nor with a statem ent of the various steps in 
the investigation. 
The proposition and re­ 
solve at the outset was to accept any result 
th at the facts m ight establish. 
I t was ex­ 
pected, iu view of the never-ceasing denun 
ciations of the railroad company, th at there 
would be discovered positive and aggravating 
proofs of their oppressions of the foothill 
people. 
B ut after prolonged investigation, 
and searching inquiry among the foothill peo­ 
ple, no proof whatever has been found to 
support the opinion th at the railroad com­ 
pany has been unjust or even inconsiderate. 
On the contrary, the entire investigation un­ 
covers f icts th at demonstrate 


t h e in e s t im a b l e a d v a n t a g e • 
Of the railroad to the foothill people. 
The, 
facts will now be stated as found to exist. 
The Central Pacific Railroad Company has 
added directly to the assessable wealth of the 
county the following sums : Rolling stock, 
§349,727 92 ; railroad bed and track, seventy- 
six miles, §1,144,000; real estate, §80,837; 
personal property and improvements, $57,­ 
766 21, making a total of §1,732,395 63. The 
addition of this large amount of capital alone 
would make the difference between prosper­ 
ity and adversity to any foothill county in 
the State. 
If the people had not possessed a 
single dollar, or if the couuty had been an 
absolute wilderness, the investm ent of this 
sum would have given an impulse to business 
and 
immigration 
that would soon 
have 
ended in tne development of the country. 
Again, the actual expenditures of money in 
the county have been enormous, and much 
greater in am ount than the sums received 
from the people. 
To arrive at the amount 
paid employes iu Placer county during the 
year 1,878, Ju ly is taken as a basis, as that 
month’s expenses constitute a low average for 
the year, and it is found th at the railroad 
company 
PAID TO EMPLOYES 
In Placer county, during 1878, §259,959, giv­ 
ing employment to 373 persons. 
In a ldition 
to that, the company consumed in the same 
month 3,0S8 cords of engine wood, all cut 
and used in th at county, costing §19,300, or 
§231,000 for one year. 
A white man will, on 
an average, cut about one cord a day, so the 
reader will Eee th at the amount furnished 
would give employment to about 103 men 
during the year. 
Call these men employes, 
and add to former figures, and it will be 
found that the amount paid to employe s iu 
Placer county in 1878 was 8491,559, and the 
num ber of men employed, 476. 
These esti­ 
mates do not include any portion of the gen­ 
eral office expenses, superintendence in the 
various departments, etc., but simply the 
amount paid to employes living in Placer 
county. 
If now there is multiplied these 
figures by twelve, the number of years the 
road has been operated, the result is a 
total of §5.898,708 paid to employes res­ 
ident in 
Placer 
county. 
This estimate, 
however, excludes the large force necessary to 
move the wood to the depots of the company, 
and we exclude this large amount because we 
are putting the 


f ig u r e s e x tr em el y low. 
Common practice requires the addition to 
the above total of the amounts paid for labor 
in repairing snow galleries and bridges iu 
Placer county. 
The average of this class of 
expenditures is §3,000 per month, or §36,000 
per year, making a total for the 12 years of 
$432,000 ; making the graud total of money 
paid to labor in Placer county $0,330,708. 
B ut the estimate is far below the actual 
am ount paid for labor in th at county, as when 
the road was in course of construction millions 
were so disbursed. 
The railroad company 
has therefore furnished the people of Placer 
with an enormous amount of money, and in 
doing so it has stim ulated every industry in 
the county. 
And th at money haH pa sed 
from hand to hand, and been used by every 
inhabitant. 
I t has paid private debts, bought 
personal comforts, and built up industries 
wholly unconnected with the railroad com­ 
pany. 
Corresponding amounts will continue 
to be disbursed among the same people for all 
time to come, and the railroad company will 
be, in the future, as in the past, constantly 
s upplying the people of Placer witli a cir­ 
co iating medium sufficient for the transaction 
of 
ordinary business. 
The company is, 
th e r ’fore, to the people of Placer the equiv­ 
alent .'*f a bank, th at furnbhes a circulating 
medium' w ithout asking the people to take a 
dollar’s ,'isk as to final result. 
This consid­ 
eration a: one is sufficient, or ought to be, to 
convince tL'u people of Placer th at the rail­ 
road is to the tu a beneficent institution.

E u t the gum total was

than has been supposed, and many o * “ “jee 
miuers were really residents of ÉI l)i ,ni/, * 
which at th at time contained a popnh ' t,‘ B 
twice as large aa th at of Placer. 
The < *a ' 
sus of the county was taken in 1852, and r c' 
cording to th at there were then 
10,78* * 
people in the county, including 720 Indians 
and 3,019 Chinese. 
In 1853 the Placer 
Herald estimated the white inhabitants of 
the county at 6,712 (the whites of El Dorado 
numbered 21,271), and th at estimate was the 
BASIS OK APPORTIONMENT 
By the Legislature. 
Those who base their 
calculations as to population on the large 
number of votes cast from 1S52 to 1863" must 
remember that many voted Ecores of times, 
and th at the population was composed almost 
exclusively of voters. 
M any of the people 
included in the various enumerations have 
since moved away, attracted by plowing ac­ 
counts from distant mines, and there are not 
now in Placer county more than 7,000 who 
were there between 1849 and 1867. 
If the 
calculation upon which this estimate is based 
is correct, and scarcely any one in Plscer 
county will question its correctness, the rail­ 
road has at least doubled the population of 
the county. 
The towns are certainly all sus­ 
tained by the

Aud, 
on the 
whole,

to say that 10.000 of the 15,000 people now 
in Placer county have been either induced to 
go, or have been retained there by the rail­ 
road. 
T hat the increase hereafter will de­ 
pend almost wholly upon the railroad, no one 
presumes to doubt. Another plain fact stares 
everyone in the face, and convinces ail but 
the malignant, th at the railroad has been of 
great sere-ice to the people cf Placer. Freights 
and fares nave been lowered by railroad 
tian?i>ortation. 
On their freight alone the 
people here saved in the last twelve years vast 
-orre of money. 
Redwood lumber, for house 
building; groceries, dry goods, and every­ 
thing that has been imported by them, has 
been delivered at a comparatively low o at, 


and thousands of dollars have been saved by 
owners, by their decreased expense in carrying 
gold-dust to San Francisco. 
THOUSANDS OF DOLLARS 
Have 
been Baved in 
the one item 
of 
personal 
traveling 
expenses, 
to 
say 
nothing about the comfort secured, and the 
Bickness avoided by railroad traveling. W ork 
was Liegun in the way of accumulating data 
on these points, but it was soon found th at 
the task was too great for human endurance. 
From the information accumulated already 
no one will consider it extravagant when 
it is estimated th at the saving to the people 
in the above items, for the twelve years th at 
the road has been operated, is §3,000,000. 
The road has carried into Placer in that time 
not only the supplies needed by the resident 
population, but vast amounts of material 
needed for men tem porarily in their employ, 
and altogether the amount of freight carried 
has been very great. 
Thousands of tone of 
machinery, pipes, etc., have been carried, 
and we are confident that the saving to great 
mining corporations has alone 
amounted 
to 
half 
the 
estimate 
here 
made. 
M any 
men 
of 
good 
judgment 
and 
broad 
experience 
would 
double 
this 
estimate, and say th at the savings to the 
people and mining corporations of Placer 
have not been less than six millions in twelve 
years. 
And when one considers the number 
of buildings of redwood th at have been put 
up. the stores th at hive been supplied, the 
agricultural implements th at have been re­ 
quired, the engines and miles of iron pipe 
that have been used, he is forced to believe 
th at the larger estimate is the most correct 
The railroad has 
CREATED MARKETS 
W here none existed. 
W ithout the railroad 
the towns of California, the mines and cities 
of Nevada, the Territories, and the Eastern 
States, 
would not be 
open as markets 
to the farmers and m erchants of Placer 
county. 
The 
benefits 
th at 
have 
ac­ 
crued from this source are easily estimated. 
In a single year (1878) the railroad carried 
of various Placer county products, accord­ 
ing to the table already given, 137,563.910 
pounds. 
B ut th at exhibit only included the 
traffic on one line. 
'1 he Oregon liue, at the 
very lowest estimate, carried tw enty millions 
of pounds of Piacer county products. 
Some 
of this freight brought for its owners fifty 
cents a pound ; several millions brought ten 
cents per pound, and much of it less than a 
half cent. 
If the statistician averages these 
products at one-half cent per pound, he will 
have §787,819 55 worth ; if he fixes the aver­ 
age at one cent, he will have §1,575,639 10. 
In this estimate there is excluded the pro­ 
ducts of the extreme west end of the county, 
that might have been carried to Sacramento 
in wagons. 
Therefore in the above-named 
sums is given a fair illustration of the value 
of 
the new 
m arkets ' th at 
have been 
opened and created by the railroads for 
Placer county. 
To obtain a full statem ent 
of the 
benefits conferred in 
this way 
it would 
not be fair to m ultiply this 
sum by twelve, the number of years th at 
the load has been operated, for the reason 
that these products have greatly increased 
since 1867. 
B ut as one single item of these 
products has reached the sum of §1,200,000 
in the last twelve years, we may safely mul­ 
tiply the larger estimate by four, which will 
give §6,302,556 40 as the sum of 
BENEFITS CONFERRED 
By the creation of new and distant markets 
during the past twelve years. 
As a m atter 
of course the creation of new m arkets has 
greatly increased the value of land. 
The 
extreme west end of the county alone had 
markets without a railroad, but even there 
facilities for transportation have more than 
1 doubled the value of land. 
E ast and north 
of Roseville there was a limited m arket for 
certain articles among the miners, but these 
m arkets did not give any actual m arket value 
to that land. 
And nine-tenths of the land 
in the entire county that is now productive 
and valuable 
twelve 
years ago possess­ 
ed 
no 
m arket 
value 
whatever, 
and 
in many instances the value has since in­ 
creased from nothing to §175 per acre. 
To 
be within bounds, let it be said th at railroad 
facilities have added, on the whole, one-half 
to the value of real estate and personal prop­ 
erty in Placer coun'y within the last twelve 
years. 
First, take the present valuation of 
real estate as estimated by the Assessors for 
1879. 
According to their report the real es­ 
tate and personal property of Placer countv 
is worth §5.713,026. 
The half of this amount 
is §2,81L344, which, if the Assessors’ valua­ 
tions were correct, would represent the in­ 
creased value caused by railroad facilities. 
But it is a fact well known to every intelli- 
ent man in Placer county th at the actual 
VALUE OF THE REAL ESTATE 
And personal property is more than three 
times greater than the estimates furnished by 
the Assessors. 
The real estate and personal 
property of 
Placer 
couuty is, therefore, 
actually worth §16,808,061, which provides us 
with a new and more correct basis for calcula­ 
tion. 
The half of this is §8,434,030, which 
gives a moderate representation of the en­ 
hanced values of real estate and personal 
property caused by the railroads. 
L et there now lie given the total of all 
these additions to the values and capital of 
Placer county, excluding §1,732,395 63 of 
railroad property, because th at amount is in­ 
cluded iu the estimate immediately preceding 
tiiis sentence. 
The total of money paid for 
labor in the county, the amount saved in 
freights ar.d prices, sums realized from new 
m arkets opened by the road, and the en­ 
hanced value of real estate and personal 
pnqierty, amounts to the sum of §24,066,­ 
294 40. 
This large amount represents the 
lowest estimate of the values that have ac­ 
crued to Placer county from the Central 
Pacific Railroads. 
B ut there is another aspect of the subject 
th at deserves consideration. 
The Central 
Pacific Railroad Company 


FAYS ONE-THIRD OF THE TAXES. 
It supports oi e-third of the schools, educates 
one-third of the children, supports one-third 
of the county officials, and provides hospital 
accommodations for one-third of the poor of 
the county. 
The-e are direct advantages. 
In d ireity , the railroads, by creating a wide­ 
spread prosperity, add immensely to the gen­ 
eral comfort, the refinement, 
culture and 
morals of the people. 
In the same way they 
contribute veiy largely to good government, 
the protection of life and property, the good 
name of the county, and the self respect of 
a people, who are able to keep the county 
free from debt because of the advantages de­ 
rived from the railroad. 
B ut the reader may imagine th at Placer 
county gave a quid pro guo in the shape of 
subsidies giveu to tiie railroad company. 
In 
reply to this query, it is to be stated that 
Placer county never gave any subsidy w hat­ 
ever to the Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany. 
Two hundred and fifty thousand dol­ 
lars wa3 subscribed by the county,-but th at 
was an investment, and the county received 
th at amount of stock in return for the §250,­ 
000 worth of county bonds. 
Several years 
ago the county sold its stock for one hundred 
cents on the dollar and liquidated its bonds 
with the proceeds. 
B ut the reader may ask, 
W hv do the people complain of the Central 
Pacific Railroad ? 
In answer to this ques­ 
tion, it is to be srid that in several weeks of 
continuous investigation there were found but 
two men who made specific 
COMPLAINT AGAINST THE RAILROAD COMPANY. 
Both of these complaints related wholly to 
mistakes th at occurred in land m atters before 
the organization of the Laud Departm ent, 
dome were bitter against a few of the local 
railroad agents, but they did r.ot hold the 
company responsible for the acts complained 
of. 
There' are, however, a number ot indo­ 
lent teamsters who hang a b u t baT rooms and 
swear th at they would be better off if there 
were no railroads. 
The greater part of the 
bickerings in Placer county arise out of the 
belief th at the county made a mistake in 
selling its railroad stock, and in many in­

B ut 
no 
man 
of common 
sen.-c 
ever thinks of hold­

road men, and to this envy is attributable 
all the aati-railroad feeÜLg now existing

SOME NEW VEGETABLES. 


A correspondent of the Country Gentle­ 
man, living in central N ew Y ork, sends 
th a t journal his experience w ith some new 
vegetables during th e past year. 
Among 
them are tw o varieties ot sw eet corn, of 
which he says the M exican, a black variety, 
is the best and sw eetest variety he ever 
knew. 
H e goes on to say : “ The color is 
the only objection, but when in cooking 
condition very few of th e grains will be at 
all discolored. 
I t is very productive, most 
of th e stalks having tw o ears, set low down, 
and ripping early. Koran extra late variety, 
the E gyptian corn promises to be valuable. 
I plauted about the 20th of M ay, on not 
very rich land. 
The corn m ade an enor­ 
mous grow th, bu t th e ears were slow in 
forming, and m uch of it never ripened 
sufficient for seed. 
I planted only three 
grains in a hill, and half th e seed did not 
conic up, so th e plants were thin. 
As it 
grows very large, I think, if tiie seed is 
good, tw o grains per hill is sufficient. 
The 
corn is extrem ely prolific, some of th e 
stalks having three good ears, and the 
fourth only rudim entary. 
I judge th a t it 
will be valuable for localities th a t have a 
longer season than here. 
I shall con­ 
tinue to grow it, and I th in k I have 
saved 
seed 
of which 
a 
larger 
pro­ 
portion 
will 
grow 
th an 
th a t 
which 
1 
used last 
spring. 
In 
quality 
the 
Egyptian corn is superior. 
The ears are 
large and fat, the grains deep, and the fla­ 
vor fully as sw eet or sw eeter than the com­ 
mon evergreen. 
Its extrem e lateness may 
prove an advantage for canning purposes, 
as it is alw ays best to delay p utting up 
corn until the hot w eather has m ostly 
passed. 
B ut it m ust be planted very early, 
or there will be no use in planting a t «11. 
The thick, coarse stocks had grown full 
hight, and begun to tassel, before the ears 
showed them selves, and they formed very 
slowly after th at. 
On rich soil it m ight 
prove a little earlier. I procured last spring 
a package of cocoanut squash seed. 
The 
p ast sum m er was a bad one for squash 
bugs, b ut by d int of hard fighting I saved 
the crop both of this and H ubbards. 
The 
cocoanut squash is certainly beautiful in 
its grow th, and, despite its sm all size, the 
vines are very productive. 
In quality it is 
very m uch like the H ubbard—some liking 
it b etter and others not so weil. 
I t has a 
very thin rind, and for sm all tam ilies is 
more convenient than the H ubbard, which 
often grows to such unw ieldy size as to be 
too large for a meal for an ordinary family. 
I can recommend th e cocoanut squash, not 
to supersede the H ubbard, b u t to supple­ 
m ent it and furnish an additional variety, 
and one ** hich is sure to a ttra c t a good deal 
of atten tio n .”

n ot m eet, it traveled.

A fter cam e| another inva­ 
sion of th e people following the defeat of 
Sedan and w hich led to th e establishm ent 
of th e republic. 
Oh, ye stones and statues, 
m ay you he called upon to w itness no other 
revolutions, b u t be allowed to gaze only on 
peace and prosperity, the rew ard of all val­ 
ian t and ju st peoples. 
T he present hall 
presents a pleasing contrast to th a t of V er­ 
sailles, for the la tte r suggested a g reat barn 
hastily converted into a tem porary resi­ 
dence and inspiring a feeling of an ap­ 
proaching typhoon, w hen each one m ust 
fold his ten t and hasten away7. 
The hall 
of th e Palais Bourbon is large, in pleasing 
proportion, wfith a lofty7 ceiling.

SEARCHING FOR 
SPONGES. 


How th e Sponge is Found and G athered 
in W aters A round Key West. < 


I F lo rid a C orrespondence.) 
I rem em ber using sponges in m y school­ 
boy days w ithout a th ought of whence 
they came, how obtained, or th eir pre­ 
vious scondition. 
A lthough th e sponges 
which we m ay find exposed for sale in 
drug stores aud other places look unlike 
auim als, y et by our naturalists they have 
been classed w ith the low est order of the 
anim al species. 
The sponge may be found in the various 
sub-tropical w aters of th e w orld. 
The 
principal sponging grounds of th e U nited 
S tates are the w aters around K ey W est 
and along the w estern const of Florida, 
from Tam pa Bay7 on th e sou h to Pensacola 
on th e northeast. 
The sponge schooners 
have tw o places to citan th eir sponges when 
coast sponging—one at A nclote K eys, the 
o th er at Rock Island. 
Of th e sponge we have several varieties, 
classed accordiue to th eir m arketable value, 
as “ sheep-w ool,” “ yellow ,” “ fox-glove,” 
“ grass,” etc., besides one class, th e “ log­ 
gerhead,” w hich has no value, and is not 
thought w orth picking up. 
The first 
nam ed is the variety m ost sought, as it 
bears th e best m arket price. 
The m rst of 
the vessels engaged in the sponge trade are 
owned aud fitted out a t K ey W est. 
The 
outfit of a spouge schooner consists of a 
num ber of long poles w ith hooks fastened 
on th e end for gathering, and from three 
to seven sm all 
boats called “ dingys,” 
from seven to fifteen m en—according to 
the num ber of boats—w ith provisions for 
from eight to tw elve weeks, water-glasses, 
etc. 
H aving a curiosity to see actual sponge- 
gathering, last M onday m orning found me 
aboard the schooner Samfiler, spinning to ­ 
ward th e bars ; bu t owing to iight winds 
during the day we did not arrive till after 
night-fail. 
Tuesday m orning, however, 
sponging commenced in earnest. 
Shortly 
after sunrise the “ dingys,” m anned by 
tw o men each, w ith water-glasses, spunge- 
hooks, etc., set off in quest of sponges. 
One of the men in the “ d in g y ” sculls 
the boat about here and there, 
while 
the 
other, 
lying 
across 
tiie 
boat's 
th w art w ith 
his head 
in 
th e 
w ater- 
glass, 
scans the 
bottom 
for 
sponges. 
The w ater-glass used by th e spongers is 
nothing hu t a common deep wooden pail, 
w ith a circular pane of glass for a bottom . 
P u ttin g this upright in the w ater, and p u t­ 
ting the head in far enough to exclude most 
of th e light, one can easily see an object 
on th e bottom in six or seven fathom s of 
w ater. 
T he spopger, when he sets a 
sponge, by the waving of his hand directs 
the sculler how to go, and when in a desir­ 
able position he th ru sts his long pole down 
and liooks his S| onge. 
The vessels usually remain out upon the 
liars from M onday until Friday evening of 
each week, coming into the K eys on Friday 
night in order to clean th e sponges which 
they had gathered th e week previous, p ut 
thoBe gathered the present week into the 
crawls, p u t their wood and w ater on board 
and prepare for the l-.ext week. 
The 
sponges which they gather one week are 
put in craw ls or pens, m ade by driving 
posts in the sand, w here at low w ater they 
will he quite or alm ost dry. H ere they are 
left uutil the next Saturday to be washed 
by the tides. 
On the following Saturday 
they are cleansed by striking them one or 
tw o light blows w ith a paddle. 
W hen the 
sponges are cleaned they are taken aboard 
th e schooner.

HEALTH H0TIS. 


H eadache.— A lady ask s for a few 
thoughts on th e subject of th e headache so 
common am ong h er sex. 
P erhaps as com­ 
mon a form of headache is th a t know n as 
m igraine. 
I t is supposed to have its origin 
in a tendency of certain tissues of th e brain 
near th e pons to tak e on by exciting causes 
slight inflam m ation, or severe congestion. 
These headaches come on after various g as­ 
tric disturbances, th e use of strong tea or 
alcoholic drinks, overloading the stom ach 
w ith indigestible food, especially hot bis­ 
cuits or ho t bread, over-fatigue, night- 
w ork, 
nervous excitem ent, 
w orry, etc. 
These, how ever, are 
only th e exciting 
causes, th e predisposing causes being the 
tendency of these tissues to tak e on a 
highly congested state, as before stated. 
If 
th e 
sufferer 
w ill 
carefully 
avoid 
these habits w hich bring on 
th e dis­ 
ease th e attack s will 
be less frequent 
and less severe. 
In very m any cases 
it may he cu t sh o rt alto g eth er or greatly 
m itigated in its severity by proper tre a t­ 
m ent. 
A hot foot and leg bath contin­ 
ued for 30 m inutes, w’liile th e head is m a­ 
nipulated by th e hand of an a tte n d an t 
frequently dipped in cold w ater, will often 
alleviate or cure au attack . 
M hat is 
known as m agnetizing the head w ill often 
cure the w orst cases aud send them to 
sleep. 
Both these m ethods are very sim ple 
and effective. 
Shan pooing th e head, as is 
done by a barber, is som etim es effective. 
To th is ladies often object, as th ey do not 
like to w et th eir loug hair. 
An in stru ­ 
m ent has been invented by which a lad y ’s 
hair m ay he thoroughly sham pooed w ith ­ 
out disturbing th e clothing, and dried in 
a few m inutes by steam ; and if it could 
come 
into 
general 
use 
in 
th e 
citi s 
it would he a boon to women. 
P er­ 
sons who are subject to headaches should 
wear as little hair as they can, and if they 
w ould wear it short and thoroughly w et, 
and rub th eir heads every day, it would he 
very beneficial. 
H ot w ater applied to th e 
back of th e head and spine w ill often 
stim ulate th e vaso-m otor nerves to con­ 
trac t th e vessels of th e brain and discharge 
th eir contents, th u s relieving th e conges­ 
tion. 
A stream of hot w ater from a fine 
spray along th e spine w ill do th e sam e. 
As a rule, however, th e la tte r m eans are 
inaccessible to m ost persons, and so th e 
form er w ill be more appropriate. 
I t is 
very desirable to break up tiie habit so far 
as possible, so as to m ake it unnecessary 
to c u re ; and this is done by w hatever 
perm anently invigorates the system and 
equalizes th e circulation. 
B athing and 
friction to the skin, and a simple, healthful 
diet are of theifirst im portance. Out-of-door 
exercise is equally necessary. 


H ot a n d C o l d B a t h s . — The London 
Lancet, in a recent num ber, points out th e 
difference betw een th e effects of hot and 
cold baths. 
The effects of th e cold hath, 
it says, being m ainly due to im pressions 
m ade upon th e cutaneous nerves, 
the 
m odifications of the cold bath largely de­ 
pend on th eir pow er of increasing its stim ­ 
ulating action. 
The colder the w ater, the 
m ore violent the impression. 
The fre­ 
quent change of the w ater, such as is 
found in the sea or in running stream s, in­ 
creases the stim ulating effect. 
G reat force 
of im pact, as w hen w ater falls from a 
hig h t or comes forcibly through a hose 
upon th e body ; the division of the stream , 
as in show er haths and needle baths, and 
th e addition of acids or salt to the w ater, 
all act, it w ould seem, by increasing the 
stim ulating pow er which the w ater ex­ 
erts 
upon 
th e 
cutaneous 
nerves. 
W arm 
haths 
produce 
an 
effect upon 
th e 
skin 
directly 
contrary 
to 
th at 
brought 
about 
by 
cold 
w ater. 
The 
cutaneous vessels dilate im m ediately under 
the influence of heat, and although this 
dilation is followed by a contraction of th e 
vessels, 
this contraction is seldom ex­ 
cessive ; and th e ultim ate result of a warm 
b ath is to increase th e cutaneous circula­ 
tion. 
The pulse and respiration are both 
quickened, as in the cold bath. The w arm 
bath increases the tem perature of the body7, 
and, by lessening th e necessity for th • in ­ 
ternal production of heat, increases th e call 
m ade upon certain vital processes, and en­ 
ables life to be m aintained with a less ex­ 
penditure of force. 
W hile a cold bath 
causes a certain stiffness of the muscles, if 
continued for too long a tim e, a warm hath 
relieves stiffness and fatigue. 
The u lti­ 
m ate results of hot and cold baths, if their 
tem perature he m oderate, are about t lie 
same, the differe nce being, to use th e w ords 
of Braun, th a t “ cold refreshes by stim u­ 
lating th e functions, heat by physically fa­ 
cilitating them ; and in this lies the im­ 
portant practical difference betw een the 
cold-w ater and hot-w ater system s.” 


D a n d r u f f C u r e d —The belief th a t dan­ 
druff arises from a distase of the skin, a l­ 
though physicians don’t set m to agree on 
this point, and the know ledge th at the use 
of sulphur is frequently attended w ith very 
happy results in such diseases, induced me 
to try it in m y own case. 
A preparation 
of one ounee flowers of sulphur and one 
q u art of w ater was m ade. 
The clear 
liquid was poured off, after the m ixture 
had been repeatedly agitated during the 
iutervals of a few hours, aud the head sat­ 
u rated w ith this every m orning. 
In a few 
weeks every trace of dandruff had disap­ 
peared, the hair became to lt and glossy, 
and now, after a discontinuance of the 
treatm en t for eighteen m onths, there is no 
indication of a retu rn of the disease. 
I do 
n ot pretend to explain the modus operandi 
of the treatm ent, for it is w ell known th at 
sublim ed sulphur is alm ost or wholly in­ 
soluble, and the liquid used was destitute 
of taste, color or smell. 
The effects speak 
for itself. 
O ther persons to whom it has 
been recom mended have had the same re­ 
sults, and I com m unicate the result of n.y 
experim ents in the belief th a t it may be 
valuable and acceptable to m any who have 
suffered in th e same m anner as myself.

— Bay rum has a 
great reputation for this, and no doubt de­ 
serves it: b u t we believe th a t cold w ater 
is as good a rem edy for th e head as any, 
w hether in tiie form of a slo w er bath or 
applied by a tow el. 
In some forms of dis­ 
ease, so strong a cooling rem edy as ice is 
beneficial; b u t th is should never be ap­ 
plied except under the direction of a phy­ 
sician who w atches the patient, because if 
applied w hen not needed, or if applied too 
long, it m ay a c t very injuriously.

A m using Gun P r a c tic e .—1The mania fo 
breaking glass balls has finally reached San 
Liuia Obispo, and our readers need not be 
surprised if a rival to Carver and Ruth is de­ 
veloped right here. ÜDe of our young sports 
the other day received an invoice of glass 
balljj and the necessary trap for propelling 
the same into the air. A party promptly or­ 
ganized and went out quietly for a little 
practice at ball shooting. 
The trap was 
properly staked down, the balls unpacked 
and the guns loaded. An attendant manipu­ 
lated the trap, and when the first sport— 
whom we will call “ Cap.” for short—got 
himself iu ¡>osition, the spring was touched 
and a glass globe, about the size of an orange, 
shot upward a distance of about 100 feet. 
The ball had not got twenty feet from the 
trap before “ Cap.” blazed away, and missed 
the ball just as easy as anything. Then one 
after another each took a shot, and the ball 
was as sound as wken first bought.

G un B arrels.—Gun barrels of superior 
quality are made out of the stub iron ob­ 
tained from old horse-shoe nails. The stubs, 
after haring been freed from all rust and dirt 
by being brightened in a tumbling-box, are 
combined with from 12 to 50 per cent, of steel 
in hlockR of the same size as the stubs. The 
combined metals are puddled, hammered, 
heated, tilted aud rolled into ribbons to be 
wound in coils around mandrels, heated to a 
welding heat, and finished by a hammer on 
the anvil, 
R obin S hooting.—Two hunters of San 
Francisco, not wishing to tire themselves or 
get their boots muddy, went in for mild sport 
recently, iu an orchard at Menlo Park, where 
they killed 103 robins on the wing in a few 
hours. These birds are more numerous in the 
bay counties than ever before known. Marin 
county, especially, is crowded with them. 
They are not very noble game, but they give 
as good sport as dove shouting, and just now 
a good bag is an assured thing for any one 
who can poke a gun at all. 
The Quail.—The Chico Enterprise says : 
“ The nine dozen quail recently sent to 
Sturgeon, Mo., by C. White have arrived 
safely at their destination.

THE WONDERS OF LONDON. 
I know not any greater marvel in modern 
or English civilization (said Lord Carnar­ 
von at a recent meeting of the Cutlers’ 
Company of London) than the picture 
v. hich London presents. I look to tl-.e 
vast accumulation of wealth, and remem­ 
ber that when old Marshal Blucher rode 
through the streets of London after the 
Baitle of Waterloo he said it was the finest 
town he had ever seen to plunder and to 
loot; and since his day London has 
become not only the great shop, but 
the gr at counting-house of the world. 
I look at its splendid buildings, 
not only in the city, for in the 
West End we are beginning to rival 
you. I see them rising on every side, the 
work not merely of municipal magnifi­ 
cence, but also of private enterprise. I 
look to its population, and I see the popu­ 
lation not of a town, but of a great coun­ 
try—a population equal almost to that of 
Scotland, and I venture to say, with all 
respect to Scotland, nearly as intelligent. 
[Laughter.] I remember in one of the 
interesting essays written now some years 
ago by the great philosopher and historian, 
Mr. Hume, he hazards the conjecture that 
no great town will probably ever exceed 
700.000 inhabitants, and he then goes on 
to illustrate this by quoting the cases of 
Paris, Constantinople and London. Well, 
a very few years comparatively since Mr. 
Hume’s time, and we have a population 
that is very nearly 4,000,000. I look and 
I ask, was there ever so wonderful a sight 
as the order and the perfect security for 
life and property which is maintained in 
this great place? 
You have criminal 
classes all around you—men who are pro­ 
fessionally engaged in breaking the 
law ; yet a mere handful of police is 
sufficient to maintain the peace. You have a 
Court and a Legislature resident in this 
great metropolis, and yet your Parliament 
sits in undisturbed security. Paris—we all 
admire her quickness, her wit; her attrac­ 
tions—finds that her Parliament could not 
sit within her walls, and even the wise 
founders of the United States Constitution 
recognized the necessity of placing their 
Parliament at Washington rather than at 
New York. And if you were to look still 
further and contemplate for one moment 
the marvelous provisions which exist for 
the continual feeding and nurture of the 
people of this vast district, you would 
acknowledge that there is hardly any­ 
thing in the history of modem civilization 
which is more remarkable. 
You live in 
Rome, and catch Roman fever ; you live 
in Constantinople, and a third of the city 
is burnt between the time you go to bed 
and the time you get up. Y’ou live in that 
great center of civilization, Paris, and in 
one twelvemonth you have two sieges, 
famine, and civil war. In the great towns 
of America you hear tales’ of municipal 
corruption which makes your hair stand 
on end. In London we have a wonderful 
picture, with many shades, some dark 
and some bright, but on the whole a picture 
which represents the attainment of great 
ends—a great administrative government 
on the one hand, and also a spontaneous 
government which springs out of the free 
will, and energy, and capacity of a self- 
governing nation, which, no doubt, con­ 
stantly commits grave faults and betrays 
great failings, but which in the end, I be­ 
lieve, is the best machinery that has ever 
been devised for human success and human 
happiness.

Or 
into a flask full of water powdered sugar 
may be sifted gently to considerable quan­ 
tity'. Why ? Because the cotton wool is 
matter which, if compressed, may be placed 
in a very small bulk, which would not in 
compressed form cause the spirits to over­ 
flow from the flask. It is therefore not a 
contradiction of the rule that two things 
cannot occupy the same snace at once. As 
to the sugar, that is difficult to explain 
and understand. The ultimate, or smallest 
particles or atoms of bodies only, are im­ 
penetrable, and we may believe they are 
not in close contact with each other. To 
explain, fill a tuiSbler with marbles, ami 
you will see spaces between them—for they 
are round—and only the extremes of the 
curves touch. Now, you can pour in and 
shake down a quantity of rape seed, and 
still the tumbler is not full. Now, the 
seeds being round, still leave spaces be­ 
tween them, and so you can put in fine 
sand and shake it between the seeds, as 
the 
sand-grains are round. 
If you 
could get anything finer, you could with 
ease work it between the sand-grains. If 
you suppose the marbles to be the water, 
aud the rape seed to be the sugar, you will 
Bee how it is the glass holds the sugar— 
though already full of water. The particles 
of one body may thus enter into the spaces 
left between those of another, without in­ 
creasing its volume. 
T w e n t y -f ir s t E x p e r im e n t.—You s a y a 
vessel is empty when you pour out of it all 
the water or apparent substance it contains. 
Fill two glasses with water. Place each in 
an empty pan. Lay an orange on the sur­ 
face of the water of one of them. Take a 
cylindrical glass, open at one end, (a fruit 
or candy jar will do well). Make a small 
hole through the closed end. Place your 
finger over the hole and endeavor, by in­ 
verting the glass over the orange and 
pressing upon the surface of the water, to 
make it enter the glass cylinder. The re­ 
sistance of the air will cause the water to 
overfiow into the pan and the orange will 
not enter, but try it on the other vessel, 
leaving the hole open, and you will find the 
orange will enter the glass and the air will 
rush out of the hole. This makes clear to 
the young mind how it is that air and all 
gases fill space the same as other things do, 
and only are displaced by being crowded 
out of the way. 
T w en ty-second E x p er im en t.—Centri­ 
fugal force may be illustrated by spinning 
a parasol in the hand. As it revolves it 
will open, illustrating that power which 
drives a revolving body from the center, 
and is called centrifugal force. Boys will 
find a fine illustration of centrifugal force 
by suspending a broad tin can, broader at 
top than bottom, by three strings, which, 
being filled with water and the strings 
twisted and then released, revolves rapidly. 
The water will be seen to fly from the 
edges of the can in a circle of spray. The 
rolling of a hoop, the spinning of a top, 
etc., illustrate the fact that the force of 
gravitation (by which every particle at­ 
tracts every other particle) is overcome by 
centrifugal force which imparts to the re­ 
volving body a motion in the direction of a 
tangent (tango, to touch) to a circle. 
T w e n t y -t h ir d 
E x p e r im e n t. — Illus­ 
trate the manner of the occurrence of sim­ 
ple eclipses by passing a small Bpherical 
body between the rays of a toy magic 
lantern and a large spherical body ; as an 
apple and a nut, suspended by strings. 
Suppose your spectator to be on the apple 
at the point where the shadow falls, look­ 
ing toward the lantern, representing the 
sun, and his sight being intercepted by the 
moon passing between him and the sun, he 
may be presumed to understand why the 
moon appears black. 
By moving the 
small globe here and there it can be shown 
why eclipses are only visible at certain 
points on the earth, because it would take 
fifty globes as large as the moon to make 
one equal in size to the earth, and hence 
the shadow of the moon is necessarily small 
and cannot obscure the whole hemisphere 
of the earth turned toward it. This illus­ 
trates an eclipse of the sun. and gives the 
appearance of a black body or screen pass­ 
ing over the face of tbe sun. An eclipse 
of the moon may be illustrated by causing 
the earth sphere to pass between the light 
and the moon sphere, when the shadow of 
the earth will darken the moon. It will 
be easy to show to the child by this means 
why an eclipse of the moon can be seen 
from more points on tbe earth than is pos­ 
sible in an eclipse of the sun. The differ­ 
ence between an annular and total eclipse 
will be hereafter explained. 
T w en ty fourth 
E x pe r im e n t. — The 
attraction of cohesion is an invisible force. 
Cast lead into two pieces like weights and 
scrape tbe ends nicely and evenly, taking 
care not to touch the surfaces with the 
Angers. Press the scraped surfaces to­ 
gether with a slight grinding motion, and 
the two pieces will cohere or cling together 
so that one may be lifted by lifting the 
other, and will, if suspended, for some time 
retain their positions. This is not caused 
by pressure of the air, for they will co­ 
here in a vacuum, i. e., in a space from 
which the air lias all been drawn by an 
air pump. Break the attachment forcibly 
and examine one of the surfaces, and you 
will see but a limited number of points, 
like pin points, where the cohesion oc­ 
curred. Glass, when melted, is a soft and 
liquid mass, but when cooled becomes hard 
and firm, tbe particles clinging together by 
the attractive force of cohesion. If you 
cannot cast the leaden weights above 
mentioned take a bit of bar lead, to be had 
at any grocery store, nearly, and cut off 
two 
pieces cleanly and use them 
for the experiment. 
Next take four 
inches 
of 
the 
bar, 
dexterously 
sliavc off a thick shaving, and press 
part of its face upon the planed surface of 
the large piece, and you will be able (so 
powerful is the cohesion) to lift the larger 
by the smaller piece. 
Cut an apple 
through with a sharp knife and then press 
the surfaces together, and the two pieces 
will cohere. So, too, with an incised or 
cut wound, 
if the edges of the 
flesh are put together and so held 
a 
few 
moments, 
cohesion occurs. 
Should you cut off the top of your finger 
you can place back the severed part, and 
by cohesion it will adhere and grow fast 
very soon. The art of plating copper with 
silver which is afterwards gilt, and then 
drawn out into flattened wire for the manu­ 
facture of gold lace, usually called bullion, 
is a wonderful example of the power of 
cohesion, the cohesion of the particles of 
gold, of which a single grain may be ex­ 
tended over the finest plate-wire *345 feet 
in length. Thus the tenacity of metals is 
but the power of cohesion of the metallic 
particles. 
T w e n t y -f if t h 
E x p e r im e n t . —Take a 
piece of tin, some 12 inches long aud 6 
inches broad. Lay its ends on two blocks. 
Thus suspended a tew ounces of weight 
bends it down to the ground. But roll it 
up in a tight roll and you may suspend 
very many pounds from it without its 
yielding a particle. This illustrates the 
strength of cellular construction. On this 
plan the Great Eastern steamship was 
built, she having, up to the water-mark, 
an inner and outer metal shell of three- 
quarter-inch plate, placed three feet ten 
inches apart, and between them, at inter­ 
vals of six feet, run horizontal webs of 
iron plates, which convert the whole into 
a series of continuous cells or iron boxes. 
T w e n t y - s ix t h 
E x p e r im e n t . — Pour 
water into a glass and its surface will 
not be level *but cupped at the edges, 
making the surface slightly hollowed like 
a saucer. This is caused by what is termed 
capillary attraction. If the giass vessel is 
reduced to such a size that it becomes a 
very small tube, the water in it will not 
run out, being retained by. capi’lary at­ 
traction, as against the force of gravita­ 
tion, which tends to draw the water to the 
earth. Place a lump of sugar in a saucer 
with a little water on the bottom, and you 
will see the water rise with the sugar. 
Suspend a towel in water and you will see 
the fluid ascend the cloth. It will even 
pass up brick walls, and this is why many 
walls,Are damp, as they take up moisture 
from the air. All woods have capillary 
tubes, and hence nearly all woods float, 
because these fine tubes contain air. These 
tubes take up the water, it rises by capil­ 


lary attraction into them, and hence the 
wood swells when you fill a tub or bucket, 
and the vessel once leaky soon becomes 
water-tight. Hard leather annointed with 
oil becomes soft because the pores take up 
the oil by capillary attraction if the leather 
is first dampened, for the water soon evap­ 
orates, but the oil does not, and enters the 
open pores or little tubes by the same at­ 
traction which opened them to the water 
at first. Blotting paper illustrates capil­ 
lary' attraction well. The melted tallow 
by this attraction ascends the wick of the 
candle and gives food to the flame. 
T w en ty - sev en th E x p er im en t.— Take 
a stick of sealing wax or a bit of glas3 
tube, perfectly dry ; rub with a warm 
piece of flannel and it will be found to at­ 
tract bits of paper, straw or other light 
materials. 
Now as soon as these sub­ 
stances are endowed with the same 
force a repellent 
action takes place. 
Paste some gilt 
discs the size of 
a 
quarter 
on 
either end 
of 
a 
straw, which suspend at the center 
by a silk thread fastened to the ceiling or 
any convenient support. The paste best 
for the purpose is shellac varnish. Now, 
with the frequently-rubbed rod you can 
cause tne straw to rotate or dip by ap­ 
proaching the rod to the discs. This illus­ 
trates frictional electricity, which is one of 
the five well-ascertained sources of elec­ 
tricity. Take two plates or squares, odc 
of copper and one of zinc ; solder a copper 
wire to each. 
Place the plates opposite 
each other (not touching) in a vessel eon- 
tain-ing water acidulated with a small quan­ 
tity of sulphuric acid (which handle care­ 
fully, as it is a poison, and will burn and 
destroy the skin or clothing, aud the fumes 
of which stifle). Now bring the wires in 
contact, and a current of electricity passes 
which may be tasted, or even felt. But to 
ascertain if the current passes, bend a cov­ 
ered copper wire several times about a 
magnetic needle, leaving the long coil (like 
a flattened napkin ring) large 
enough 
for the needle to move easily on 
its pivot. 
This 
makes 
a galva­ 
nometer. Now connect the wires with 
the extremities of the coil, and if a 
current of electricity is circulating the 
needle will be deflected or pushed aside 
according to the direction of the current. 
This illustrates electricity generated by 
chemical action, which is the second well- 
ascertained source. 
For the third, 
heat and 
twist together 
a bit of 
platinum and silver wire so as to 
form one length. Attach the silver end to 
one extremity of the galvanometer and 
the platinum end to the other, and no 
effect on the needle will be noted, but ap­ 
ply a spirit lamp to the junction of the 
silver and platinum wires and the needle 
will be deflected. It is hardly probable 
platinum wire can be had for general ex­ 
periment in bornes, but in large cities it 
can be had. 
The needle can be taken 
from any qheap compass, and suspended on 
a pivot fastened iuto a small block of dry' 
wood. The fourth and fifth sources of elec­ 
tricity cannot easily be illustrated at home. 
In the next article instruction will be given 
how to make an electroscope, with which a 
number of pleasing experiments may be 
performed.

EDISON’S LIGHT. 


WHAT A REPORTER SAW DURING A 
VISIT TO MENLO PABK. 


The Appearance of the Light—Its Cost 
and Adaptation to Chandeliers 
and Gas Fixtures. 


A reporter of the New York Evening Fast 
called on Thomas A. Edison at Menlo Park 
December 30th, on the day settled upon 
for the first public display of the new lamp. 
In an inclosure stand four buildings, a two- 
story office building of brick, a machine 
shop of wood, a furnace room and a chemi­ 
cal laboratory. The office is like any busi­ 
ness office, part being railed off for book­ 
keepers—the employment of more than one 
hundred men on the premises necessitating 
thorough system. Having sent in his card 
the reporter was ushered up int a the second 
story apartment, a library used by Edison 
as a reception-room. The reporter found 
Edison here, a tall, pale, close-shaven man, 
with deep-set eyes and the overworked 
look of one who is accustomed to pass 
night after night in experiments, as he 
sometimes does. The reporter was handed 
over to Mr. Batchelor, Edison’s assistant, 
and the man w) o knows more about the 
Edison light than any other mau except 
the inventor hini9elf. 
t h e l ig h t. 
“ There you see the light as we have had 
it burning for twenty-one days,” said this 
gentleman, poiuting to the chandeliers, in 
which were eight glass bulbs about the size 
of an egg, one attached apparently to each 
gas-burner. Inside of each bulb was an 
incandescent thread iu the shape of a horse­ 
shoe. The light given out was about equal 
to that of a three-foot gas-burner. “ You 
gentlemen of the press usually come here 
with a dozen or so of newspaper articles 
proving that the lamp cannot burn, and 
that if it does it cannot last more than 
twenty minutes, and that if it does last 
more than twenty minutes the idea is stolen 
from some one else. There are lamps that 
have been burning night and day, with 
about five minutes’ stoppage—owing to an 
accident to the generating machinery—for 
twenty-one days. As the average use of a 
gas-burner even in winter is not more than 
six hours a day, this represents a service of 
about three months’ oriliaary usage.” 
During the whole of the reporter's visit 
it was impressed upon him that neither 
Mr. Edison nor his assistants asserted the 
complete success of their lamp. It was as 
yet an experiment, a point which the pub­ 
lic is inclined to overlook. If the lamps 
burnedsteadilyforsixmonths, thenit would 
be time to exult. For all that Edison 
knows, the lamps may fail to-morrow. No 
one has been more surprised at their en­ 
durance than he himself. 
THE CARBONIZED HORSE-SHOES. 
First the reporter was taken to the 
furnace-room where the cardboard horse­ 
shoes are carbonized. For*nontlis Edison 
lias been working on platinum as a fit sub­ 
stitute for the incandescent thread. He 
discovered, by accident, about six weeks 
ago that carbonized cardboard would do as 
well, and since then lias directed all hia en­ 
ergies to finding the best carboard for this 
use and the best way of preparing it. Two 
thousand samples of card were tried, and 
fine bristol board was found most satisfac­ 
tory. A die cuts out little horseshoes 
about an inch and a half in diameter, or 
about twice the size of the jeweled pins of 
that shape. Three of these are placed, 
with tissue paper between each, in a matrix 
or box of iron, and the box is heated to a 
white heat in a charcoal furnace. In about 
twenty minutes the iron ¡dates show signs 
of meltiDg and then are withdrawn. A 
dozen of the carbonized shoes lay on the 
table. In baking they had been reduced 
about one-third and were nothing but black 
threads, rather frail but stout enough to 
allow of careful handling with pincers. 
From the furnace the horseshoes go into the 
next room, where they are attached to 
platinum wires about an inch long intended 
to carry the current. 
Each wire ter­ 
minates at the horseshoe in a little clamp 
in which the ends of the horseshoe are 
caught. 
• 
THE GLASS LAMP. 
Then they are ready for the glass-blower, 
a man brought over from the works in 
Germany, where the Geissler tubes are 
made, and specially adroit at dealing with 
vacuum tubes. It is necessary that the 
carbon shall be inclosed in a glass vessel 
from which the air is completely exhaust­ 
ed. Otherwise when the current is sent 
through there would be a flash, and the 
carbon would fall to pieces. The glass- 
blower takes a glass bulb open at the top 
and heats the bottom over a spirit lamp. 
When it is about to melt he plunges the 
two platinum w irejattached to the carbon 
through the melting glass. The horseshoe 
remains inside the bulb with its two wires 
projecting through the bottom. These 
wires are fourteen-thousandths of an 
inch in diameter. 
It has been ob­ 
jected by critics that the difference in 
the coefficieucy of expansion and con­ 
traction between platinum and glass 
would open a loophole at the thin point of 
entrance of the wires and allow the air, 
pressing on the outside with a pressure of 
fourteen pounds to the square inch, to get 
in and destroy the vacuum. Edison says, 
on the other hand, that Geissler tubes, 
constructed very much in the same way, 
have been known to maintain a vacuum for 
twenty years, and that the difference in 
expansion between platinum aud glass is 
exceedingly small. At any rate, so far, 
the lamps have maintained a better vacuum 
than is obtained in a Geisler tube, with 
uerfect success. 
The glassblower now 
draws the open top of the bulb into a nar­ 
row tube, and the lamp is taken to have 
the air exhausted. This is accomplished 
in half an hour by Edison’s ingenious modi­ 
fication of the ordinary Geisler pump. 
By the usual methods it would require a 
day to exhaust the air from each of these 
lamps. By the present process only onc- 
millionth of the air remains at the end of 
twenty minutes. The air is, of course, ex­ 
hausted by the tube left open at the top 
of the bulb. 
When the mercury test 
shows that all the air is exhausted a spirit- 
lamp is held under this tube, and as soon 
as the glass becomes soft the atmospheric 
pressure on the outside closes the tube, and 
the lamp is finished. About thirty lamps 
a day are now made at Menlo Park. At 
wholesale the cost for each lamp will not 
exceed twenty-five cents, and may be less. 
If now an electric current is passed through 
the platinum wires leading into the lamp, 
the horseshoe becomes instantly incande­ 
scent and sends out a white light very 
similar to that thrown out by iron at a 
white heat. The platinum is the only 
metal which would not melt in so great a 
heat. 
THE GENERATING MACHINE AND METER. 
The generating machines which Edison 
uses at Menlo Park are modifications of 
the Gramme magneto-electro machine. He 
has several of his own design, and is busy 
constructing mors. Each machiue takes 
up about two square feet of floor room 
only, and is capable of furnishing elec­ 
tricity to fifty lamps. It requires about 
six-horse power to run each machine. Ed­ 
ison's plau for practical working in New 
York city is to have one central station 
for every eight or ten city blocks. 
A 
powerful 
engine 
will 
run 
as 
many of these generating machines as 
are required. 
He estimates that one 
good-sized cellar will contain the whole 
“ plant ” for furnishing the light to several 
blocks of a hundred houses each. The 
lamps will be placed on circuits of fifty 
lamps each. The meter foi measuring the 
electricity used by each consumer consists 
of a bath of copper salts, into which will 
run a wire carrying say one-fiftieth of the 
current passing into the house. According 
to the intensity and duration of the current 
the deposit of coppej in the bath will be 
greater or less, and will determine exactly 
the amount of electricity used. No method 
has yet been devised to eDablc the con­ 
sumer to see for himself how much elec­ 
tricity he is using. He will have to trust 
to the company’s honesty. 
COST o r PUTTING IN LAMPS AND RUNNING 
THEM. 
The lamps fit into the sockets from 
which ordinary gas-burners have been un 
screwed, the wires being run through the 
gas-pipes if advisable. The lamps will 
cost a quarter of a dollar, and the cost for 
wires for each light iu a house about as 
much more. It is estimated that one 
horse-power will furnish eight lights equal 
to eight gas-burners. The average cost in 
this city of one horse-power is about one 
cent an hour; therefore each light will 
cost about one-eighth of a cent an hour, or 


for an evening of four hours half a cent. 
When the company gets to work Qiis 
estimate may be modified slightly. Edison 
is confident that he can give light for 
one-fifth of the price charged for gas. Be­ 
side lighting, tbe current can be made to 
run any small machiue. The reporter 
saw a sewing-machine worked admirably 
by the current from cue lamp. One turn 
of a screw causes the carbon to glow with 
light; another turn, and the light disap­ 
pears, but the sewing-machine at the other 
end of the room starts off’ vigorously. The 
cost of running a sewing-machine will be 
about 2 cents a day. Edison’s motor, 
which will be introduced into all houses 
where such power is wanted in connection 
with electric lighting, will cost about $14. 
As fast as the lamps are finished they 
are lighted and kept going continuously. 
The light is soft, steady, pleasant to the 
eye and does not seem to heat the lamp in­ 
juriously. It was thought that possibly 
the turning off and on of the current might 
affect the carbon. A boy was set to work 
turning off and on one current until he had 
done so ten thousand times, equal to the 
necessary manipulation during thirty years’ 
service. 
Every hour that the lamps 
continue to burn, the probability of the 
success of this new Edison light becomes 
more decided. As the reporter was leaving 
he asked Mr. Bachelor if he would sell any 
of his stock at $4,000 for a $100 share. Mr. 
Bachelor sa d that he would not. On the 
way to the station the reporter saw some 
workmen connecting several street lamp3 
with the wires.

GERMANY AND RUSSIA. 


So lie recent utterances of the semi­ 
official German pipers, together with the 
general current of indications, point to the 
existence of 
w hat diplomatists call 
a 
“ strained” condition of tilings between 
Germany and Russia. 
The evidence thus 
far seemB to w arrant the belief that the 
first overt movement susceptible of a 
sinister 
interpretation 
was 
made by 
Russia. 
It is her unexplained concentra­ 
tion of troops in Poland and upon the east­ 
ern frontier of Germany that has given 
rise to the menacing declarations of the Co­ 
logne Gazette and other “ inspired ” papers. 
And it is becoming apparent tbat Emperor 
W illiam's old regard for his nephew is rap­ 
idly giving way to serious apprehension 
respecting that relative’s intentions. W hat 
Russia really does contemplate it is per­ 
haps as yet impossible to ascertain, but if 
she thinks seriously of war with Germany 
it can only be as the sole alternative with 
a formidable domestic insurrection. 
The 
possibility of such a recourse must be 
recognized. 
I t is precisely w hat Louis 
Napoleon did in 1870. It is a kind of policy 
which has been repeatedly employed by em­ 
barrassed sovereigns. And Russia is perhaps 
the only power in Europe to-day that can 
afford to encounter the tremendous risks 
of a war with Germany, because her very 
barbarism is her protection against the 
worst evils which defeat would bring to a 
more advanced nation. 
Such a war would 
probably be longer and more bloody than 
th at between Germany and France, for the 
Russian army has been seasoned very thor­ 
oughly by the war witli Turkey, and pos­ 
sesses th a t confidence in itself which is so 
much more effective than discipline, or 
improv-o’i arms, or any other factor. 
The 
Russian Government m ay think-that such 
a bloodletting would restore the country to 
health, even if defeat is the field was the 
price, and 
as to territory, Russia lias 
nothing to lose that she -could not well 
spare. 
Many wars have ¿a fact been un­ 
dertaken with far less inducement than 
Russia has lo r entering upon such a oun- 
test as this. 


EMFXROR 
NORTOJf. 


So poor old Emperor Norton has gone 
over to the majority. 
He was a strange 
relic of bygone dimes, a waif thrown up 
from the receding tide of pionoer times. 
W hether he was indeed mad or cot has 
been a 
moot question. 
The ucehari- 
table naturally and according to their tiDd 
insisted th at he was perfectly sane, while 
:th e charitable preferred to believe that he 
.was of unsound mind, A’ertain it is that 
Re was believed by all his friends to have 
become insane when he first drifted into the 
singular life which he clung to so closely 
throughout, and it would probably pnzzle 
anyone to 
point out the period when 
lie regained his reason. He w as a perfectly 
harmless, innocent and good-natured old 
man, and his mild absurdities Amused a 
community which was not disposed to ex­ 
am ine hi* credentials too critical.'y. 
Even 
if he was perfectly sane he might hare 
been in mnch worse business, for he might 
have been a tonguey demagogue, mislead­ 
ing the people, living in idleness on the 
earnings of others, and spreading a moral 
pestilence among h :s generation. 
Emperor 
N orton was at least a more respectable 
character than one of these creftfures, and 
his memory is infinjtely more deserving of 
preservation. 


The report of the Transportation Com­ 
missioner fur 1877-78 has been submitted 
to the legislature, and we print a synopsis 
tf it to-day. 
In the light of the blind and 
unintelligent legislation incorporated with 
he new Constitution this report is calcu- 
ated to be instructive reading, though it 
nay be feared th a t those who insisted, in 
the teeth of all the evidence extant, upon 
making the organic law ridiculous in this 
connection, are incapable of deriving any 
enlightenment from the plainest records of 
experience. 
The report of the Trans­ 
portation Commissioner is a bulky volujne, 
a id its size may intim idate the average 
ader. 
But the kernel of the report is to 
bs found in a comparatively small compass, 
and this part should be carefully studied 
by evevy member of the Legislature, and 
especially by every member of the Com­ 
mittees on Corporations. 
The sub-articles 


0:1 “ Influence of Through upon Local 
‘ R ates,” “ Discrimination,” “ Inflexible 
“ R ates,” “ Competition,” “ Elements De 
“ termining Local R ates,” 
“ Principles 
“ Governing Railroad R ates,” and the 
“ Conclusion,” are specially valuable, for 
i i these sections are discussed all the 
questions which affect legislation upon 
transportation. 
And the first fact to 
t i,i,-be 
noted 
is 
th at the LCalifornia 
Transportation Commissioner has reached 
the same 
conclusions 
and 
convictions 
which the Massachusetts Railway Com­ 
mission reached long ago, and which every 
body of the kind has in turn reached, no 
matter under w hat circumstances they 
were created. 
The gist of this unanimous 
discovery may be stated as a realization of 
the truth th at all attem pts to control 
transportation by mere force are impracti 
•able, but tbat by a restrained supervision 
all the security required for the protection 
of the public can be obtained. 
The Mas­ 
sachusetts Board has put the case thus 
“ I t is quite safe to say th at the nature of 
“ this reform is little understood by even 
“ those engaged in the management of 
“ railroads, much less the general pub 
“ lie. 
I t includes, however, the whole 
“ principle of the regulation of railroads 
“ by supervision, as opposed to their regu 
“ lation by penal enactments. 
I t is based 
“ upon 
the 
conviction 
th at 
the 
se- 
■‘¡vere compulsory legislation known as 
“ Grangerism, is not only in itself impolitic, 
“ and opposed to the spirit of American 
“ institutions, but it is also by no means 
“ the most effectual way of remedying the 
“ abuses incident to the rapid and peculiar 
“ development of the railroad system. 
It 
■* is an unreasoning appeal to force, to in 
“ stantly bring about an imagined result, 
“ instead of a reliance on the controlling 
“ power of an educated public opinion 
“ resulting from a full and patient disens- 
“ sion.” 
This ha3 been the experience of 
legislators and Commissioners throughout 
the civilized woild, and it is therefore time 
that the uniform results of variously ap­ 
plied experiments should be recognized as 
determining the character of the agency 
dealt with, and as demonstrating the futility 
uf all merely coercive ways of regulating it. 
If anything can be said to be thoroughly 
established in regard to transportation, it 
is the impracticability of 
regulating it 
from a police standpoint. 
This, however* 
is by no means the only fact about it 
which ought to be regarded as settled. 
Legislators who are ready to adm it the 
uselessness of 
penal 
legislation often 
nevertheless imagine that it is possible to 
amend w hat they deem abuses in the sys­ 
tem of transportation, and there is noth­ 
ing on which more time and labor have 
been wasted than in the attem pt to regu­ 
late through and way rates upon some 
theory th at will do away with} the influ­ 
ence of competition and geographical ad­ 
vantages. 
It is necessary, however, to 
realize that this question, too, has long since 
been practically settled, and th at those 
who refuse to acknowledge its settlement 
are only producing darkness by shutting 
their own eyes, 
• 


The fact is pointed out by the Commis­ 
sioner th at “ in all the States having C’om- 
“ missions, except Illinois, the Massachu- 
“ sets plan of control has been adopted, 
“ viz: th at of ‘ supervision and publicity,’” 
in preference to giving Commissions a 
power which experience has shown to be 
useless. 
This proves th at there is now 
practical unanim ity upon the scope of rail­ 
road regulation throughout the country, 
with the single exception of California, 
which State, with better means of infor­ 
mation than any other in the Union pos­ 
sesses, has, by the folly and perverseness 
of her least intelligent elements, been put 
behind the age in this respect. 
In regard 
to the question of through and local rates, 
which the framers of the new Constitution 
undertook to determine in open disregard of 
all the facts, the conclusion reached by the 
Commissionerissigniflcant. In hissumming- 
np he lays it down as an axiom th at “ equal 
“ mileage rates are inexpedient and im- 
“ practicable, because they would tend to 
“ prevent competition at all points where 
“ transportation by water and rail meet. 
“ Special rates ai such points should be 
“ permitted, which should be open to all 
“ shippers under like circumstances.” Un­ 
fortunately this is directly at variance 
with Section 21, Article N IL , of the Consti­ 
tution, which provides th at “ Persons and 
“ property transported over any railroad, 
“ or by any other transportation company 
“ or individual, shall be delivered at any 
station, landing, or port, at charges not 
“ exceeding the charges for the trans- 
•“ portation of persons and property of 
“ the same class, in the same direction, 
“ to any more distant station, port, or 
“ landing. 
Under that disastrous clause 
the-city of Los Angeles, for example, is de­ 
prived of railroad facilities to San Fran­ 
cisca, for it is made impossible for the 
railroad to compete with -ocean carriers, 
and consequently it must abandon the 
traffic. 
W e do not know w hat the Legis­ 
lature can do about this most mischiawms 
section, moreover, for it is nelf-enact®g, 
a id requires no statutory enforcement. 
Tile Railroad Commissioners, though given 
the widest powers, are not compelled 
a:ainst tneir judgm ent to exercise an au-' 
th 1 'rity which may seem to them injurious 
to the public interests, but the fram.ars of 
the Constitution .were determined th at Shis 
pirtiosJar piece «.f evil should be put be­ 
yond evasion, and so they have done 
their 
Lest 
to 
deprive all 
terminal 
points 
o f 
the 
advantages 
their geographical podtion confers upon 
them. 
We do not hesiute to affirm that 
this is the most stupid .and mischievous 
piece of work ever fastened upon a com­ 
munity by bong engrafted tq o n the or­ 
ganic law. 
It is not the railroad th at is 
mainly injured by it, but the peopU* of Los 
Angeles and of all other terminal points to 
which it can be held to apply. 
Alld it is a 
biting satire upon the intelligence of the 
Convention th at 
the Commissioner of 
Transpor ration, after two years of special 
study of this and cognate problems, should 
now CJme forward and point out that the 
only possible effect of applying the dictum 
of the new Constitution on 
he^d, will 


“ to prevent competition at all points 
whey: transportation by rail and water 
“ meet.” 


It is further to be remembered th at the 
investigations of the Railroad Commis­ 
sioner have led him to conclusions which 
every case traverse the commonly ac­ 
cepted legends in regard to transportation. 
The attem pt to unearth flagrant abuses in 
railroad management, for example, Las re­ 
sulted in no revelations. 
Notwithstanding 
the intemperate talk of demagogues dur­ 
ing the last political campaign, it has been 
found that very few complaints were made 
against the railroads by any of their cus­ 
tomers, while whenever a substantial cause 
of dissatisfaction was discovered, the cor­ 
porations exhibited the utm ost willingness 
to rectify mistakes. 
Again, the Commis­ 
sioner directs attention to the fact that 
in every instance the rates of fares and 
freight charged are 
much 
below 
the 
amounts allowed by law, and th at the 
t ndeucy is constantly towards reduc­ 
tions at the earliest possible moment. 
Thus, while the California railroads are 
empowered by law to charge 15 cents a 
ton for freight and 10 cents a mile for pas­ 
sengers, in fact the average charge for 
freight is but 2.C7 cents per ton per mile, 
while the average charge for passengers is 
about 3 cents per mile. 
The minimum 
freight charge, moreover, is very much 
lower than the average. 
It is less than 
half a cent per ton per mile.Jand at this 
extremely low’ rate a very considerable and 
constantly increasing percentage of all the 
traffic is done. 
A comparison between 
rates of freight and fares in this and other 
States shows th at the California companies 
are making more moderate charges pro­ 
portionately thañ any other corporations in 
the country, for while the local rates are in 
almost every instance actually lower than 
Eastern rates, the cost of operation, includ­ 
ing the wages of employes, is considerably 
higher here than beyond the Rocky Moun­ 
tains. 
It is the opinion of the Commis­ 
sioner that “ competition, based 
upon 
“ transportation by water, constitutes 
“ controlling factor in regulating railroad 
“ rates in freight, and it should be given 
‘ ‘ free scope. ” 
Here again, however, the 
Constitution bars the way. 
The conclu 
sions of the report indeed point to the 
adoption of a State policy which that 
fatuous instrum ent has rendered almost if 
not quite impracticable. 
For it is laid 
dow’n as a rule of guidance th at the State 
should protect and defend the public inter 
ests by keeping open the water ways, and 
encouraging competition ; and between the 
hydraulic miners and the Constitution it has 
become extremely difficult to follow this ad 
vice. 
The dispassionate student of this 
valuable and interesting report will rise 
from its perusal with the reflection that it 
indicates as the wisest course for the State 
to pursue a policy already blocked by the 
C onstitution; and that the railroad pro­ 
gramme of that instrum ent rests upon as 
sumptions every’ one of Which is here 
shown to be fallacious, by the only meth­ 
ods 
which 
can 
ever justify rational 
conviction, 
namely, 
actual 
observation 
and experiment. 
After the reckless and 
irresponsible ravings of the political cam­ 
paign come the impartial statem ents of 
the people's responsible officer, and the 
difference between the two is so great tlia't 
they might well refer to transactions had 
upon different and distant planets. 
It is 
needless to say which affords the mojt 
trustw orthy basis for legislation, for while 
the first is mere frotli and fantasy, the 
latter is the sober and solid result of pa­ 
tient and prolonged investigation.

do to 
convert our Insano A sflum s into the spoils 
of partisan warfare. 
California politics 
would indeed, be disgraced ' if such a pre­ 
cedent were established. 
But inasmuch as 
a Democratic administration has already 
set the example of aefereuce to the re­ 
quirements of the situation in this matter, 
that ought to render impossible any Re­ 
publican attem pts to change the practice 
which a just and honorable regard for the 
public interest has established. 
W e are 
thoroughly confident that in w hat we are 
now saying we express the convictions of 
the great body of the Republican party, 
moreover.

I t is well known that 
uniformity of treatm ent is of the first im­ 
portance in insanity, and th at only patient 
and extended observation can enable a 
physician to diagnose such diseases accu­ 
rately. 
There is, therefore, the strongest 
reason for retaining the services of a skilled 
alienist when once he has been employed, 
and in this case the special knowledge of 
the physician constitutes an additional 
motion for insisting upon his retention. 
We tru st th at the idea of removing Dr. 
W ilkins will he abandoned, for assuredly 
it is entirely without w arraut or excuse. 


NOT A FIT FIELD FOR THE DISPLAY OF 
PARTISANSHIP. 


We understand th at an effort is beiig 
made to procure the removal of Dr. W ilk­ 
ins, Resident Physician of the Napa In ­ 
sane Asylum, on the ground th at lie is a 
Democrat, and th at a Republican ought 
to have the position. 
W e desire at the 
earliest moment and in the most emphatic 
way to enter our protest against this move­ 
ment, and we shall adduce several reasons 
for the ground we take in the case. 
In 
the first place we will remind the Repub­ 
lican party th at at the beginning of Gov­ 
ernor 
Irwin's administration a similar 
movement to displace Dr. Shurtleff from 
the Superintendency of the Stockton Asy­ 
lum, on the score of his Republicanism, 
was set on foot. 
W e protested earnestly 
against th at proposition, and the argu­ 
ments which we advanced were acknowl­ 
edged to be so cogent th at the attem pt was 
abandoned, and Dr. Shurtleff retained his 
office. 
This, therefore, was a case in which 
a Democratic administration recognized the 
impropriety of making the superintendence 
of an insane asylum a field for the display 
of partisanship. 
For a Republican admin­ 
istration to exhibit less public spirit and 
liberality would be most mortifying to all 
enlightened members of the party, and 
would expose it to the just and sharp cen­ 
sure of the public. 
For there is not and 
there cannot be any justification for a step 
of the kind Eaid to be contemplated. 
Dr. 
W ilkins is by common consent of those 
best qualified to form a judgm ent on the 
question, adm itted to be one of the most 
accomplished alienists on the Pacific coast. 
His professional qualifications fur the office 
he holds are indeed to some extent a public 
possession, for it m ust be remembered 
that be 
was 
sent 
to 
the 
Eastern 
States and Europe a t the expense of the 
local government, to gather information 
regarding the treatm ent of the insane, 
aud that he is therefore now putting into 
daily practice, for the benefit of the public, 
the knowledge and experience which they 
enabled him to obtain. 
Ia his case, as we 
remarked the other day, the State pursued 
a businesslike aud sagacious course. 
It 
first trained him for a special work, and 
then it gave him that work to do. Nothing 
could have been more judicious, and the 
results have fully vindicated the wisdom 
of the proceeding. 
And now, having thus 
carefully and thoroughly jirepared him for 
his special fuuctions, and having tested and 
proved his fitness by several years of prac­ 
tice, it ought not to require to be said that 


WORK FOR 
THE 
COLLEGE 
CULTURE. 
OF AGRI- 


A resolution was introduced in the As­ 
sembly yesterday by Mr. Adams, to the 
effect th at the Committee on Cultivation of 
the Vine be instructed to ascertain what 
facilities the College of Agriculture of the 
State University possesses for establishing 
and working experimental vineyards. 
It 
was further required that the committee be 
instructed to report a bill, Bhould it find 
such action necessary, to cover the points 
indicated. 
This resoluticn appears to aim 
at the preparation of some practical aud 
valuable work for the College of Agricul­ 
ture, and it is evident that if the proposi­ 
tion ia intelligently carried out the results 
ought to be of considerable value. 
For 
experimental viniculture is precisely what 
very few agriculturists can rind either time 
or means for, yet it is obviously the most 
prolific 
of 
useful 
discoveries. 
It is 
in fact the only method by which the 
capabilities of any given region, climate, 
or vine, can be ascertained. 
In vinicult­ 
ure theory can never educate alone, for ex­ 
perience proves that every country, locality, 
and difference of climatic conditions, has 
its own peculiar influence upon the growth 
and product of the vine. 
Methods which 
succeed in one place fail utterly in an­ 
other, and these differences of influence 
necessitate change of treatm ent, not only 
in the character of the selections for culti­ 
vation, but in the modes of manufacturing 
wines. 
If, therefore, the Agricultural Col­ 
lege should establish experimental vine­ 
yards, it would be certain to produce re­ 
sults calculated to be of great benefit to 
intending viniculturists, and these results 
would be independent of any theories 
the 
Professor 
of 
Agriculture 
might 
espouse. 
I t 
would 
then 
be 
possible 
for 
farmers 
who 
contemplated 
the 
setting out of vineyards, but who did not 
know what vines to plant or graft, or how 
to treat them, to ascertain by a visit to one 
of the experimental vineyards, exactly what 
they most wanted. 
This is a line in which 
the College of Agriculture can he made to 
redeem its now somewhat dubious reputa­ 
tion. 
H itherto it has done nothing, or 
next to nothing, for the State. 
It is cer­ 
tainly time th at it was turned to some 
practical use, and it ought not to require 
much argument to demonstrate the benefits 
which it can be made to confer upon the 
public in this way. 
One of the most im­ 
portant needs of the time is information 
regarding the best methods of escaping 
the attacks of the phylloxera. 
The most 
speedy and certain mode of acquiring this 
information is by experiment. 
Farmers, 
however, are seldom in a position to test 
the m atter practically by planting a large 
number of different vines, and observing 
their growth. 
This kind of woik can be 
doDe by the Agricultural College, and it is 
unlikely to be accomplished by any other 
agency. 
Of course a very im portant con­ 
sequence of such experimental work would 
be the practical education in vinicultsre 
and vi .¡culture gained by the students of 
the 
college. 
In 
a few 
years 
this 
enterprise 
would 
create 
a 
class 
of 
experienced 
and 
thoroughly 
informed 
viniculturists, 
who 
could 
go 
out 
into 
the 
State 
and 
instruct 
the 
farmers, or who could themselves take 
charge of vineyards, and gives an enor­ 
mous impetus to thi3 growing and important 
industry. 
In France and Germany, and 
other countries where the culture of the 
vine has been long established, such ex­ 
periments are constantly conducted by the 
agricultural colleges and other institutions, 
and the results are found to be extremely 
valuable. 
There would be no difficulty in 
procuring the land required to make the 
experimental vineyards, for a very few 
acres in 
any one 
locality 
would 
be 
necessary, and no doubt all th at was 
needed 
would be 
willingly 
given 
for 
snch 
a 
purpose. 
The 
proposition 
is 
the first thoroughly practical one which 
has been made in this direction, and we 
think it ought to secure the approval of 
the Legislature. 
It is in the line of what 
the Agricultural College was originally in­ 
tended to do, and we are of opinion that 
one result of a fair trial of it would be to 
popularize that branch of the University, 
at the sim e time that it would suggest 
other methods of utilizing the expensive 
agricultural machinery which the State has 
the only rational policy for the State to pur­ 
s ic is to keep him w here he is, and where Prov’^e<^i an(^ which has unfortunately, 
from various causes, been somewhat barren 
Re is so unmistakably the right man in the 
right place. 


The very mention of partisanship in con­ 
nection with such an oiiiee is moreover 
revolting and shocking. 
It is the care of 
. 
the mast afflicted class that is in question ; 
which 
the welfare of the most unfortunate people 
upon wbocn the snn shines. The State has 
hitherto exhibited to these poor creatures 
a spirit of the most exalted and noble phi­ 
lanthropy. 
It has grudged no expendi­ 
ture to secure their comfort. 
I t has met 
every fresh appeal to its benevolence with 
open-handed generosity. 
I t lias unques­ 
tionably willed th a t they should be treated 
with the tenderest and most skillful atten­ 
tion. 
And it is this enlightened and lofty 
purpose which the representatives of the 
penpie are in duty bound to carry out. 
There ¿5 therefore no room for partisanship 
in the premises. 
The fact of the present 
Resident 
Piiysician’s competence being 
beyond doubt, no otber 
consideration 


of satisfactory results up to the present 
time.

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WARDEN OF THE 
STATE FRTSCN. 


We recently gave some reasons why it 
would be judicious to seek a trained pen­ 
ologist for the im portant office of W arden 
ot the State Prison. 
W e have siuce been 
perm itted to see a letter w ritten by a gen­ 
tleman who lias for years made prison 
reform the subject of constant effort and 
inquiry, and this letter contain* a sug­ 
gestion which is so completely in the line 
of what we have recommended that a 
citation from it will be specially oppcr- ¡ 
tune. 
The w riter says: 
“ The system | 
“ which has hitherto prevailtd with us has 
“ not been inch as to adm it of a thorough 
“ training of prison officers, so that it is no 
“ real disparagement to anyone to say that 
“ there is probably not a man in the State 
“ who is properly qualified (for W arden) 4c- 


“ fording to the high standard which it ia 


“ desirable to adopt for the office. W e have 
“ plenty uf proper persons, perhaps, for all 
“ the subordinate positions, and those who, 
“ under correct training, would eventually 
“ develop into first-class prison officers; 
“ but no one, I think, now, who is fitted 
“ to take charge of our Prison, as its head, 
“ and do with it what needs to be done. 
“ There are those, however, elsewhere on 
“ American soil, who have proved their 
“ qualifications in this direction by their 
“ success in the administration of prison 
“ affairs—one of whom I have no doubt 
“ could be induced to accept the position 
“ of W arden of our State Prison. 
To test 
“ this m atter somewhat, I recently wrote 
’“ to Colonel Louis D. Pilsbnry, Super­ 
in te n d e n t 
of 
Prisons of New York, 
“ under 
the 
reformed 
system 
of 
“ prison 
management 
introduced 
in 
“ that State two 
or three years ago. 
“ His reply was short and terse, but 
“ right to the point. 
Said h e: 
‘If your 
“ ‘ Board want an honest, capable Warden, 
“ ‘ I can furnish one, when the time comes, 
“ ‘ who will fill the bill in every respect.’ 
“ He added, ‘If I can be of any service to 
“ ‘you in reconstructing your State Prison 
“ ‘ or system, I shall be gratified.’ 
I want 
“ to say, on my own responsibility, th at I 
“ am not sure but that if the proper ef- 
“ forts were made, Colonel Pilsbury hiin- 
“ self could be prevailed upon to accept 
“ the position.” 
We regard this statem ent 
as of special importance because it proves 
that the right kind of men for the position 
can be procured, if the State wants to re­ 
form the State Prison management. 


It should not be necessary to say that 
if Colonel Pilsbury himself could be in­ 
duced to accept the position we should at 
once have a complete guarantee for the 
success of the reforms to be established, 
provided the Board of Directors had sense 
enough to refrain from improper interfer­ 
ence with him. 
For Colonel Pilsbury is a 
penologist who has had a life training in 
the work. 
He is the apt pupil of his 
father, General Amos Pilsbury, one of the 
most enlightened prison superintendents of 
the time. 
Colonel Pilsbnry has proved his 
efficiency in the most practical way. 
He 
took hold of Sing Sing Prison when it was 
costing the State 8500,000 a year, and in 
three years he brought it up to within 
820,000 of being self-supporting, at the same 
time introducing reformatory elements of 
the highest vralue into the system. 
Such a 
man is the kind of W arden needed here, 
and if he could not come himself, an officer 
who had been trained under him would 
undoubtedly be the next best recourse. 
And we know now that a trained officer of 
that kind can be had. 
W ould the State 
be justified in neglecting such an oppor­ 
tunity when it is presented ? This is a 
business question, and it is one which 
must not be evaded or ignored. The State 
Prison has too long been abandoned as a 
prey to office-seekers. 
The tru th must 
now be realized that it is 110 proper subject 
for th at kind of bargain. 
The State of 
California has already incurred a very 
heavy obligation in this connection. 
It 
has most unpardonably neglected its plain 
duty. 
It has maintained a barbarous, 
brutal, shameful condition of things at 
the State Prison. 
It has exceeded its au­ 
thority in wantonly brutalizing and de­ 
grading 
its 
criminals. 
It 
has 
al­ 
lowed politicians to fatten on a system 
which bred crime and increased taxation 
in about equal proportions. 
It is time to 
insist, in the name of the People, th at this 
abuse should be abolished, and that gen­ 
uine reform should be introduced to the 
prison system. 
W e have shown how 
this reform can be established. 
W e have 
indicated a sure way of effecting it. 
We 
have given the evidence th at the man for 
the position is to be had whenever he is 
wanted. And if, in the teeth of this show­ 
ing, the old, bad methods are adhered to, 
and all hope of reform is dashed at the 
outset by an unfit appointment for W arden, 
those who are responsible will entail upon 
themselves a very serious accountability, 
and one to which we shall assuredly hold 
them until the public are made thoroughly 
acquainted with the merits of the case. 


AN INTERESTING 
CASE 
OF LITERARY 
PIRACY. 


A case has just been decided at Phila­ 
delphia, by the U nited States Court, which 
serves to show how impossible it is for 
literature to secure any protection from 
the most outrageous treatm ent, in the ab­ 
sence of international copyright. The case 
is th a t of the Encyclopedia Britannica, 
the ninth edition of which is now in course 
of publication, and which has been boldly 
and shamelessly pirated by American pub­ 
lishers. 
W hen the new edition was being 
prepared, the Edinburgh publishers made 
an arrangement with Little, Brown A Co., 
of Boston, to sell the work in this coun­ 
try, aud the only genuine copies of it 
are 
to-day those which bear the im­ 
print of 
Little, Brown & Co. on the 
title-page. 
They are the original copies, 
printed 
in 
Edinburgh, 
an 1 
the 
sub­ 
scribers to that edition know what they are 
getting. 
Other 
editions sold 
in 
this 
country are pirated, and as publishers who 
will steal are obviously not reliable, it is 
plain that those who buy these pirated 
editions m ust do so a t' their peril, for 
whether they are getting correct and faith­ 
ful reproductions of the original is a ques­ 
tion which could only be satisfactorily de­ 
termined by an exhaustive comparison and 
examination. 
Of course all manner of 
statements will be made by agents, but it 
is clear th at after a publisher has brought 
himself to such a wholesale and utterly 
shameless theft as this, it must be impossi­ 
ble to put any confidence in his morality. 
The case which has recently occupied the 
attention of the Philadelphia Court, how­ 
ever, was as follows : In the tenth volume 
of the Encyclopedia Britannica appear 
four articles for whieh copyright is claimed 
in the United States. 
They are: “ Geor- 
“ gia,” 
by Samuel A. D rake; “ Albert 
“ Gallatin,” by Henry 
Cabot L odge; 
“ Garrison,” 
by 
Oliver 
Johnson; and 
“ Galveston,” by General Q. A. John­ 
son. “ Garrison” and “ Georgia” were copy­ 
righted by Charles Scribner’s Sons, “ Gal- 
“ latin” by Mr. Lodge, and “ Galveston” by 
the Blacks of Edinburgh, The Philadelphia 
firm of J. M. Stoddart &. Co., which has 
undertaken to pirate the new edition of the 
Encyclopedia, reproduced all the copy­ 
righted articles in its issue of the tenth 
volume, and thereupon Charles Scribner’s 
Sons brought four suits for the purpose of 
preventing the issue of the tenth volume 
by J. M. Stoddart. 
A motion for a pre­ 
liminary injunction was 
argued before 
Judge Butler on the 22d nit., and 011 the 
3U t ult. it was passed upon. The outcome 
we give in the language .vf a dispatch to 
the Chicago Inter-Ocean ; 
“ The whole 
“ question 
of the 
right 
of 
English 
“ publishers was fully brought to the at- 
“ tention of the Court, and voluminous 
“ authorities were cited. 
The question 
“ whether an American author contTibut- 
“ ing an article to a foreign edition of an 
“ encyclopedia could prevent the publica* 
“ tion of such article in a reprint of a for- 
*‘ eign work, w ai an interesting poiflt in 


“ the case. After a full bearing of counsel, 
“ and a consideration of all the questions 
“ involved, and consultation w ith Judge 
“ McKinner, of the U nited States Circuit 
“ Court, Judge Butler this morning re- 
“ fused to grant the injunction.” 
Thus 
every effort to protect the publication of 
the Encyclopedia Britannica has failed, and 
even American copyright is held to possess 
no validity when found in connection with 
a foreign work. 
The flagrant immorality 
of a practice which thus allows any Amer­ 
ican publisher to 
appropriate 
literary 
property 
to 
the 
value 
of a million 
dollars 
or 
so, 
does 
not 
require 
to 
be pointed out. 
It is, however, necessary 
to show that this habit of piracy entails 
much risk and insecurity upon the Ameri­ 
can public. 
For they are solicited to buy 
pirated editions which they are assured are 
word for word the same as the original, 
and w hat danger they incur is shown in the 
notorious case of Lippincott & Co. and 
Chambers’ Cyclopedia. 
#1 th at case a 
Philadelphia firm not only pirated an En­ 
glish work, but added insult to injury, and 
deliberately swindled its American cus­ 
tomers, by flagrantly garbling several im­ 
portant articles in the work, to suit the 
foolish and mischievous economic doctrines 
of Pennsylvania. 
No more rascally act 
than this was ever perpetrated in literature, 
and whoever purchases the pirated editions 
of the Encyclopedia Britannica must take 
their chance of being seivcd iu the same 
way, or even worse, for it is idle to expect 
that there should be more honor among 
literary thieves than among other kinds.

THE 
STEEL RAIL 
SWINDLE. 


A petition is about to be presented to 
Congress asking for a redaction of the duty 
on steel rails from $‘2S per ton, the present 
rate, to §10 per ton. 
The duty ought to 
be removed altogether, for it is an outrage 
on the American people, though for that 
m atter the whole tariff is an outrage. The 
present price of steel rails in England is 
§’25 55 per ton. 
The tariff “ protects” 
the American steel rail maker by clapping 
§28 per ton on to this rate. 
That is to 
say, Congress in its wisdom declares that 
the whole American people shall be corn- 
pled to pay §28 a ton bounty on every ton 
of steel rails made in this country. 
The 
steel rail interest is not a large one, but, as 
might be expected, it is wealthy. 
Manu­ 
facturers 
cannot 
help 
getting 
rich 
when the Government decrees them a 
steady 
profit 
of 
110 
per 
cent, 
on 
all their productions. 
W hat of the other 
side, however? 
The railroad interest of 
the U nited States represents an enormous 
cap ital; net less than §4,600,000,000 ; and 
behind the railroad interest stands the 
whole American people. 
Every man who 
travels by rail, or who has goods carried 
by rail, is forced to pay his quota towards 
the building up of the steel-rail manufac­ 
turers. 
And there is a still more grave as­ 
pect to the case. 
Steel rails give addi­ 
tional security to transportation. 
They 
are less liable to accidents, and, therefore, 
they make traveling safer. 
B ut the tariff 
operates to prevent their introduction, 
because they are made to cost so much 
more than iron rails that only the wealth­ 
iest companies feel justified in buying them. 
So the lives of American citizens are 
exposed to greater risks in order that a few 
manufacturers shall be enriched in the 
most arbitrary and irrational way. 
There 
is no more equity in this tax than there 
would be in a Congressional law to the 
effect th at whoever traveled should, in ad­ 
dition to paying his fare, deposit so much 
in a box, to help purchase an estate for the 
president of the railroad or the steamboat 
company on whose line the traveling was 
done. 
I t is as much naked confiscation 
and robbery as th at would be. 
U nfortu­ 
nately the arguments which apply to steel 
rails apply 
quite as forcibly to 
nine- 
tenths of the fourteen hundred protected 
articles on our monstrous tariff, and the 
self-interest of the protected parasites has 
become so thoroughly organized that it is 
difficult to get even the least reform into 
effect w ithout the most bitter and obstinate 
contention. 
How long will it be before 
the people’s well-being controls fiscal leg­ 
islation ? 


JUDGE FAWCETT. 


The public generally will be pleased to 
learn th at Messrs. Gilbert and Sullivan, 
the author and composer of that delightful 
comic opera “ H. M. S. Pinafore,” have 
just brought out, at the Fifth Avenue The­ 
ater, New York, a new musical absurdity 
styled “ The Pirates of Penzance.” 
The 
accounts of the piece are extremely enthu­ 
siastic, and though it may be doubted 
whether it is possible to exceed the popu­ 
larity of “ Pinafore,” there seeni3 good 
ground for expecting an almost equal run 
for the new-comer. 
Th’e'plot of “ The Pi- 
“ rates of Penzance ” is, if possible, even 
more preposterous than th at of its prede­ 
cessor, while the New York Tribune thinks 
the music better and the w it finer. 
To 
give an idea of the marvelous absurdity of 
the plot we may say th at the hero has 
been apprenticed to a pirate by a benevo­ 
lent 
aunt, 
whose 
real 
purpose 
was 
th a t 
he 
should 
become 
a 
pilot. 
Then there is a ridiculous Major-General 
who sings a patter song detailing all his 
accomplishments. 
He knows everything 
but what appertains to the m ilitary pro­ 
fession, and of th at he is profoundly igno­ 
rant. 
A feature of the play is a platoon of 
policemen with lighted bullseyes at their 
waists, who sing some very novel and 
catching choruses, and do a good many de­ 
liciously outrageous things. The burlesque 
upon conventional, serious operas is carried 
out in the most laughable manner, and the 
whole piece abounds with ridiculous situa­ 
tions, sweet music, charming airs and w itty 
and unsuspected episodes. 
Judging from 
the criticisms which have been published, 
wc should think the “ Pirates of Penzance” 
certain to obtain a popularity only second 
to that which the inimitable “ Pinafore” is 
destined to hold as long as the apprecia­ 
tion for innocent fun and charming music 
exists.

The Hon. 
Engene Faw cett, Superior 
Judge, died suddenly yesterday at Santa 
Barbara. 
Judge Faw cett was a young 
man, not having completed his thirty-fifth 
year, but he had given abundant proofs of 
the possession of very high powers, and his 
exceptional talent had been fully recog­ 
nized by his fellow citizens. 
Coming to 
this State from Iowa in 1S69, he speedily 
acquired a substantial reputation as a law­ 
yer of exceptional ability, and in 1875, he 
being then but th irty years of age, he was 
elected D istrict Judge. 
He was subse­ 
quently elected a member of the Constitu­ 
tional Convention, and was, after the ad­ 
journm ent of th at body, elected Superior 
Judge. 
Having in the Constitutional Con­ 
vention had the courage to propose the 
introduction to the organic law of such 
an 
amendment 
to 
the 
law 
of 
libel 
as 
would 
have 
brought 
that 
instru­ 
ment abreast of the majority of the States 
of the Union in th at regard, and at the 
same time have afforded adequate protec­ 
tion to the public against professional 
blackmailers and slanderers, lie was a t­ 
tacked with ferocity by the papers which 
had most to apprehend from such an 
emendation of the law, and for some time 
was the best abused man in the State. The 
ability of Judge Fawcett, however, was so 
conspicuous th at he could well afford to 
endure the martyrdom of the hour, an! 
the fact th at he retained to the last the 
fullest confidence and respect of the com­ 
munity in which he lived is the most con­ 
vincing answer th at could be made to the 
libels which 
his unscrupulous enemies 
pelted him with. 
He was a man of the 
utm ost purity of character, of great legal 
attainm ents, of much firmness and energy. 
Had he lived he would undoubtedly have 
made his mark in the State, and his death 
is a severe loss to his section.

S a n F r a n c isc o, January 9th.—The Call 
to-morrow will publish interviews with sev­ 
eral W. P. C. city officials, relative to the bill 
of Senator Tyler, designed to provide a legal 
method by which the Workingmen’s officials 
could refund half of their salaries to the city 
treasury in accordance with the pledge given 
by the County Convention. 
Auditor Dunn 
said he would fully indorse the measure, and 
thought it would not meet with opposition 
either from the Workingmen legislators or 
city officials. He had conversed with officials 
who took the salary pledge, and they were 
of his way of thinking, and were anxious 
to have a legal way provided by which 
they could carry out the salary pledge. 
Treasurer Shaber considered the pledge ille­ 
gal, merely of a political nature, and conse­ 
quently not strictly binding upon the candi­ 
dates who had taken it. 
No tender of salary 
money had yet been made him by any offi­ 
cials, nor could he legally accept it except as 
a special deposit, subject to the order of the 
person paying it in. 
He thought the salary 
bill would be opposed by the Workingmen in 
the Legislature ; also that the real sentiments 
of a majority of the officials affected were 
against a refunding of salary. 
He would be 
guided himself by the action of his associates 
in office. Sheriff Desmond thought such a 
bill could not pass, and that the purpose 
must be either foolish or knavish. He thought 
the Legislature had no business to say what 
disposition an official should make of his 
salary. He proposed to abide by his promise, 
independent of legislative action.

There is a deep feeling throughout 
the community at the great loss of a man 
held in such profound respect. A short time 
before he died he said, “ I am going ; I hope 
the end will come soon,” and immediately 
before he expired he said “ Good-by.”

Ex-Sheriff Nunan says he is satisfied that 
the amount of Berry’s stealings, will not ex­ 
ceed §21,250, every dollar of which sum he 
will pay without leaving bis bondsmen liable 
for one cent. The work of balancing the 
books is still progressing. 
The four-masted ship Ocean King, Cap­ 
tain Freeman, arrived in 155 days from New 
York yesterday. 
Twenty two days after 
rounding Cape Horn the vessel encountered 
a series of heavy gales. The tore and main 
tops were broken, and difficulty experieuced 
in saving the masts. 
The matter of the writ of habeas corpus 
granted to Lick Sam, on petition which 
alleged that she is restrained of her liherty by 
John Sanders and W. B. Ferral, of Sacra­ 
mento, was heard before the .Supreme Court 
to-day, and taken under advisement.

TRANSPORTATION TOPICS. 


SYNOPSIS OF T3E RAILROAD COMMIS­ 
SIONER'S REPORT. 


T je S tatistics of T ransportation—Consid­ 
eratio n of th e Questions of Dis­ 
crim ination, C om petition 
and R egulation. 


The report of B. F. Tuttle, Commissioner 
of Transportation, has been filed for the 
years 1877-78. It is a voluminous document, 
embracing some 550 pages, with transcripts 
of the reports of the various transportation 
companies, blank form for reports, extracts 
from the reports of other Commissioners, etc. 
Herewith is given a synopsis of the salient 
poiuts of the text of Commissioner Tuttle s 
r- port, which in itself o o v e r a 79 closely-printed 
pages, and embraces many elaborate compar­ 
ative tables: 
hbtobtb. 
He believes the Commission should make, 
publish and distribute annual reports, and 
that the practice would bring about a better 
understanding betweeu the transportation 
companies and their patrons. 
COMPLAINTS. 
Very few complaints have been made to 
tbe office, and as to such as have been made 
the companies have bhown a desire to adjust 
differences amicably, lie believes amicable 
interposition invariably successful. There is 
little real friction betweeu the transportation 
companies and that portion of the public 
having business relatioua with them. 
HEKVICE. 
The service, considering the small volume 
of business of some roads, is good, and the 
roadways and bridges in excellent condition. 
At the ferry landings in San Francisco he 
advises the provision of waiting-rooms and 
separate passage-ways. 
REDUCTION OK RATES. 
The rates for freight and passengers will 
always bear a close relation to the volume of 
business done, if adjusted on correct business 
principles. He attaches full tables showing 
important reductions on the C. P. II. R. be­ 
low the legal maximum rates established by 
the O’Connor Act. There appear also full 
tables showing the passenger rates on the C. 
P. R. R. and the reduction below tariff. The 
totals show a reduction for 1878 of 29.29 per 
cent. There appear tables showing reduction 
of fieight rates oiathe S. P. R. R. and S. and 
N. P. R. R., and of passenger rates on the 
N. P. C. R. 
44 These reductions in freight and passen­ 
ger rates, while they are valuable in them­ 
selves to producers and travelers, are yet 
more serviceable in showing that an enlight­ 
ened self-interest w being developed on the 
part of the transportation companies which 
cannot but be productive of good alike to the 
shipper and the carrier. A warfare between 
common carriers and their patrons is alike 
detrimental to the interests of both, and 
when a disposition is shown on the part of 
the former to meet the just demands of the 
latter it would seem to mark the commence­ 
ment of a better era.”

RATES or PARK AND FREIGHT PER MILE. 
On the Central Pacific Railroad the highest 
rate for fare is 10 cents per mile; the lowest, 
1.05 cents for single fare and 4 mills per mile 
for commutation rates. For local passengers, 
not including season, ferry or commutation 
rates, the rate is 4.03 cents ; for foreign pas­ 
sengers the rate is 3 24 cents, and the aver­ 
age for all, 2.95 cents per mile. 
On the Central Pacific Railroad the highest 
rate is 15 cents per ton per mile ; the lowest 
rate is .66 cents per mile; the average rate 
for local freight is 3.268 cents ; the average 
rate for foreign freight is 1.999 cents, and the 
average for all is 2 753 per ton per mile, 
which last is an increase of .076 cents above 
the average for the year 1877. The average 
for local freight is an increase of .177 ceuts. 
and that for foreign freight ati increase of 
.112 cents, compared with similar charges for 
1877.

COMPARISONS. 
Placing the population of the coast States 
and Territories at 107,776, or in round num­ 
bers 1,100,000. and placing gross railroad 
earnings at $25,000,000, and the amount paid 
per capita for railroad transportation would 
be about $22 73. In Massachusetts, with 
1,650,000 people, the railroad earnings in 1878 
were $30,008.513, or $18 18 per capita. New 
York, with 4.700,000 people, and $84,759,329 
railroad earningB in 1877, gives a per capita 
of $18 03. But it is admitted the average 
gross earnings per mile of eight leading New 
England roads is $11,899 33, and of nine 
others in New Kngland and New York, $10,­ 
747 12. The Ceutral Pacific Railroad’s show­ 
ing of earnings per mile is $9,985. 
Then follows elaborate comparative tables 
showing passenger and freight charges on 
NewYorS, Pennsylvania, Michigan, Massa­ 
chusetts and Connecticut railroads, and the 
showing of California railroad charges of 
like kind. 
NATURAL HIGHWAYS. 
The report next points out the value of the 
navigable rivers of the State, their vital in­ 
fluence in keeping the cost of transporting 
agricultural products at a low rate, and the 
necessity of preserving the rivers and bays, 
and guarding against their destruction, and 
improving their capacity for navigation. 
Tables illustrative of this necessity are given, 
showing water and rail ’rates side by side. 
The report adds: 
•• It will be seen by the foregoing that the 
water-craft engaged on our inland waters 
and along the coast comprises a very in * 
portant part of the total of the transporta­ 
tion facilities of the State. 
“ As a rule no railroad c*n supersede trans­ 
portation by water, unless it cau perforin the 
like service more cheaply and advantageous­ 
ly ; and when this happens it follows that 
the shipper reaps tbe benefit" 
The Commissioner holds that the statistics 
show the conditions of commerce in C difoi- 
nia do not warrant the subsidizing of ocrau 
and river lines of steamers to compete with 
railroads already built, nor for the building 
of Government railroads. Aid so given 
would come out of the productive industry of 
the State, and its effect would be to o-.mpe 
1 ,caiit.es not in the remotest degree benefited 
to contribute in aid of those places immedi­ 


ately interested—a manifest injustice. He 
equally supports the action of the people in 
ao an d o D in g the plan of subsidizing railroad 
transportation companies, and adds : 
1 he 
Government aid to the Pacific railroads has 
been the means of overcoming distance, ot 
cheaitening transportation, and of bringing 
U» into speedy intercourse with the Atlantic 
States. It is one of those departures from 
the anti-Biibsidy principle that California can 
afford, and if other States do not complain we 
should not.”AXIOMATIC CONDITIONS. 
“ One of the implied conditions precedent 
to having railroads and other transportation 
facilities is that the public who use them 
shall maintain them, lhis fact, which is 
axiomatic, seems to have been overlooked. 
Notwithstanding this, it is the great unwrit­ 
ten law which no iienal enactments or organic 
law can set aside. The railroad system of 
California is graud in its conception, and has 
anticipated by many years our industrial de­ 
velopment. Hence, for a long time, higher 
rates must necessarily prevail for local 
freight and passenger service tliau are charged 
in more densely populated communities.” 
CONCERNING GOVERNMENT R0AD8. 
Referring to proposed Government roads 
to compete for the transportation business of 
the center of the continent, the Com 
missioner points out that neither govern­ 
ments nor individuals can construct railways 
without the investment of money, the prin­ 
cipal and interest of which must be repaid. 
The principal and interest must be realized, 
either by a charge on the traffic available to 
the roads or by a tax upon the whole people. 
The same may also be said of the cost of 
operation and maintenance. In fact the same 
conditions surround the Government roads 
as those owned by private parties. And the 
conditions involved in competition are the 
same, and the Government would have to 
make the same discriminations in its rates 
that private roads do. or make up, by direct 
taxation of the people, what might be lo3t in 
operating its roads. It would be compelled 
to meet rates where rail and water trans­ 
portation meet, as well as at com­ 
peting points of other lines of railroads. 
All transportation charges must of neces­ 
sity be paid out of the rewards of productive 
industry, whether owned by Government or 
individuals. The same rules also will gov­ 
ern in establishing rates for traffic along the 
line of a Government railroad at apply to pri­ 
vate railroads. If the expense of^construc­ 
tion, operation and maintenance is not im­ 
posed upon the traffic, then it must be met 
by taxation, and in either case it will come 
out of productive industry. It would be of 
doubtful expediency lot Government to enter 
upon a line of policy which would eventuate 
in largely increasing transportation facilities, 
and thus dividing with the existing railroads 
a trafile the receipts from which, when all of 
them are pooled, are found barely adequate 
to meet the annual liabilities of the com­ 
panies, because of the competition afforded 
by the system of inland navigation alluded to. 
RAILROAD MONOPOLY. 
Concerning railroad monopoly the report 
points out that but for the water ways the 
railroads would have a monopoly of the car­ 
rying trade, but that if these are preserved 
there is not much to fear from railroad 
monopoly.THROUGH AND LOCAL RATES. 
Through rates largely influence local rates 
—if the former are remunerative the latter 
are reasonable, and vice versa, because then 
the deficit is taxed upon the local business. 
Uncontrolled competition is the immediate 
cause of fluctuating rates and discriminations. 
In California fluctuations in railroad rates are 
few because most of the roads are tinder one 
management. For the local traffic of rail­ 
roads there cannot be any competition, aud 
the rates must be regulated wholly with ref­ 
erence to the value of service. Railroads are 
as permanent as canals and natural water­ 
ways, and conditions similar to those con­ 
trolling the fixing of rates in one case must 
prevail in the other. 
DISCRIMINATION 
Is the charging more to one for iike service 
under like circumstances than to another. 
Unjust discrimination implies a wrong de­ 
manding a remedy. But simple discrimina­ 
tion is but another term for competition, or 
differences founded upon natural distinctions, 
which are the only obstacle to a uniform tariff 
of rates proportionate to distance carried. 
The power of the Government to regulate is 
indisputable; and, if disputed, is, under the 
decision of the Supreme Court, set at rest. 
Shall the railway companies carry passen­ 
gers and height between points where water 
competition exists at such rates as the water­ 
craft may establish, cr shall they abandon 
business with such points? There are certain 
fixed expenses connected with conducting 
railroads that must be met by the earnings— 
operation and maintenance, cost of equipment, 
interest on capital employed in construction. 
The cost of operation and maintenance ob­ 
tained, a fair remuneration on permanent in- 
ve tment in construction andequipment fixed, 
the rates on the traffic should be gradually 
reduced as the volume of business is in­ 
creased. If the railway companies aban­ 
don business between localities 
having 
water communication, because of low rates, 
the water craft advance their rates, and 
the railroad advances its rates between 
non-competitive "points. 
Assuming that 
the service to non competitive points is 
performed at just and reasonable rates, it 
follows that the freight and passengers, to 
and from competitive points, must be carried 
at rates fixed by the competition. 
If railroad companies were compelled by 
law to do business at competitive rates, which 
natural conditions have made necessary, 
bankruptcy must follow. To avoid that the 
roads would abandon competitive business 
and make local traffic meet their necessities. 
Hence any profit derived from competitive 
business is a benefit to the local shipper, as 
It tends to lessen local charges. 
THE COMPLAINT 
Is not of too high rates between non-com­ 
petitive points, but by comparison they are 
in excess of those for like service between 
competitive points. Hence the unpopularity 
of discrimination. To carry between com­ 
petitive points at less mileage rates than be­ 
tween intermediate points where no compe­ 
tition exists, is not an act of injustice. 
Example of Effect.—San Francisco and 
Sacramento are connected by navigable 
waters and by rail. On the latter line is 
Galt, 27 miles from Sacramento and 124 from 
San Francisco. Before the building of 
the railroad freight from San Francisco 
came to Saeta nento by water, thence by 
wagon to Galt. Now it may come by 
rail direct or by water to Sacramento, and 
thence by rail. To find the rate to Galt by 
water add the rail-rate from Sacramento. 
The latter is below the old wagon rate, and 
to the 
extent of the difference the 
sbipjier at Galt is benefited by the 
builuing of the road, to say nothing 
of time saved and convenience accruing. 
If the road terminated at Galt there would 
be no complaint, but the new route of 124 
miles to San Francisco gives rise to trouble. 
The railroad company must carry from San 
Franci-co to Sacramento at the low water 
rate, which is below average cost of railroad 
transportation; but if it derives a small 
profit from this source, it is enabled to make 
a reduction in rate9 between San Francisco 
and Galt diiect, and between Sacramento 
and Galt. It is obliged to charge the ship­ 
pers at Galt more per ton per mile for the 
124 miles to San F raneisco than per ton per 
mile to Sacramento ; but the total can in no 
ease exceed the sum of the water and rail 
rate from San Francisco to Galt via Sacra­ 
mento, else the latter would be tbe preferred 
route. There is no injustice in this to the 
shipper at Galt. Common carriers should 
not be compelled to expend money to over­ 
come natural obstacles and place the benefits 
arising therefrom at the disposal of places less 
favorably situated. 
DISCRIMINATIONS MUST EXIST 
In transportation. 
The carrier does not 
create them of his own will. Necessity com­ 
pels carriage to some points at lower rates 
than the others less favorably located. Dis­ 
criminations arise also from classification of 
merchandise, and from competition between 
dealers in certain merchandise. Instance: 
Lumber goes from Truckee to Salt Lake as 
cheap as to points 100 miles nearer Truckee. 
If the lumberman gets a small profit at the 
the distant point and the carrier is enabled to 
carry it there, it makes the income of each 
average better and crertes a market which 
could not be had if the same proportionate 
rate were charged as is charged to nearer 
points. So, too, as to coal from Wyoming 
mines, where unloaded cars must go one way ; 
but if they can get freight, what­ 
ever they make is again enabling the 
carrier to run them loaded with coal. 
The merchant at Salt Lake can get goods 
cheaper in San Francisco than can the mer­ 
chant of Virginia City, because he has the 
option of buying in the East or West mar­ 
ket, with equal facilities for reaching them. 
The latter is confined to the Western market. 
Hence the San Francisco merchant will sell 
at a profit in Salt Lake which will not tempt 
him in Virginia City. Commercial law is in- 
ttdxitle, and legislative enactments cannot 
affect it, for it adapts itself to those differ­ 
ences founded on natural conditions. No 
road in England or America has ever brought 
its average charges up to the maximum al­ 
lowed by their charters. A large volume of 
busintS3 at reasonable, is more remunerative 
than a small volume at low rates, and roads 
lecognize this.INFLEXIBLE RATES 
Have proved detrimental in whatever State 
:tt- mp ed. Extortion should be made known 
aud p •iiished ; the operating results of roads 
-bould be made public by Government au­ 
thority, and unju-t discrimination and uo- 
i ess. nuble charges prohibited. Let Govern­ 
ment provide the method for enforcing on 
carrier< the common law duty, and let all 
transpo.tatiou companies be subject to it; 


let the burden of proof of reasonableness of 
rates be thrown upon the companies ; let 
the State invoke the enforcement of remedies 
at common law when private parties might 
be deterred from seeking legal remedy. If 
unreasonableness is shown, let the earner 
pay the cost of the proceeding as well as the 
fine ; if the carrier proves reasonableness, let 
the State pay the costs. Such rules will be 
just to both carrier and shipper. 
Judicial 
investigation alone can determine as to the 
jus tic i or injustice of transportation charges. 
THE BULE OE ACTION. 
“ If transportation companies will not be 
governed by an enlightened self-interest, nor 
make rates which the public can afford to 
pay, let judicial determination be invoked, 
and when proper rates are so established let 
them remain in force until the business will 
warrant reductions. There should be no 
guessing at what can only be determined by 
asceitaining the cost and value of the service 
rendered, duly recognizing a reciprocity of 
interest between the producer and the car­ 
rier.” 
, 
The cheaper products of the State^will bear 
only a low rate of transportation. 1 he aver­ 
age rate on wheat for all distances does not 
exceed *2 50 by rail, and in no case exceeds 
$6. This is the maximum. To charge more 
would stop its production for general mar­ 
kets, and deprive the carrier of a return 
freight which would be profitable to him, 
without being burdensome to the consumer. 
Hence there must be discrimination to favor 
the producer of the wheat. Tea and wheat 
move at like cost; but 15_ cents on the tea 
and 2 cent.’ on the wheat is not unjust dis­ 
crimination against the owner of tho tea, but 
is a just discrimination founded on the law of 
values. The ton of tea is thirty times the 
value of the ton of wheat, and $5 per ton on 
the wheat bears heavier on the consumer than 
$150 per ton on the tea. Therefore a judicious 
classification of goods is in the interest of 
both shipper and carrier. 
COMPETITION. 
Most public complaints of discrimination 
are the result of competition. Take two 
competing roads, with like termini, but of 
unequal length. To forbid differential rates 
in such a case would direct all the 
business to the shorter road, i. e., the forbid­ 
ding a road to charge less for the greater dis­ 
tance. If a navigable river competes with 
both roads, the enforcement of such a pro­ 
hibition would shut off through business froin 
both roads, because the low river rates would 
have to be met, and this would compel a 
raising of rates for intermediate points on the 
roads to make up the loss. The enforcement 
of the rule would tend to cause a combination 
of the transportation lines and create a 
monopoly. 
LOCAL RATES. 
Local traffic on railroads, except at com­ 
petitive points, is subject to be determined by 
the cost aud value of the service. The de­ 
termination of competitive traffic^ on a like 
basis has not been attained in this country. 
The Regan bill prohibits the very means of 
accomplishing it. The consolidation of lines 
would destroy, in a measure, the greatest in­ 
centive to economy and a regard for the pub­ 
lic, except where a governing board had 
power to enforce a division of traffic so as to 
prevent violent fluctuations. If farmers and 
merchants would invest somewhat in trans­ 
portation securities it would be better for all 
parties. The rights of the shipper are just 
and reasonable rates to all, under like circum­ 
stances and similarly situated; the duties of 
the carrier are to make just charges for every 
service, and make no unjust discrimination 
agaiust any person or place ; to meet compet­ 
ing lines, and to manage the business without 
unjust interference on the part of the public. 
The Commissioner here introduces an article 
on the principles governing railroad rates, 
written by M. de la Gournerie, Inspector- 
General of the French Corps of Bridges and 
Highways, published in the bulletin of the 
Society for the Encouragement of National 
Industry of February, 1879, and refers to it 
as a paper of the highest authority. 
GENERAL DEDUCTIONS. 
The general deductions of the Commis­ 
sioner are: 
1. Competition based upon transportation 
by water constitutes a controlling factor in 
regulating railroad rates on freight. 
2. The extensive waterways of the State 
should be kept open and improved for the 
public use. 
3. The navigation of the inland waters 
must not be embarrassed by grants of special 
privileges. 
4. No water frontage, now under State 
control, should be alienated or allowed to pass 
into the hands of any transportation com­ 
pany. 
5. Equal mileage rates are inexpedient aud 
impracticable. Special rates at such points 
should be permitted, open to all shippers un­ 
der like circumstances. 
6. When competition does not exist, the 
only correct standard for determining rates is 
that founded on economics—cost to the car­ 
rier and value to the shipper of the service 
rendered. 
7. The advantages arising from freight 
classification are all in favor of the producer 
and manufacturer of the cheaper and more 
bulky commodities of the country. 
8. All transportation companies should be 
required to exhibit their rates at every sta­ 
tion for the inspection of all shippers. 
9. To prevent railway monopoly of the 
carrying trade the navigable waters should 
receive the immediate attention of the Gov­ 
ernment. 
10. Governmental supervision over trans­ 
portation companies should be directed to the 
preservation and further development of 
competing facilities; to giving publicity to 
any irregularities and unjust discriminations 
practiced; to the arbitrament of differences 
betweeu shipper and carrier; to interposing 
between different companies which jointly 
perform through service ; to afford better fa­ 
cilities than at present exist for the settle­ 
ment of unjust charges, and to the enforce­ 
ment of legal remedies for the correction of 
all transportation abuses. 
11. The supervision authorized by the new 
organic law should not be so exercised as to 
relieve the common carrier from liabilities 
now imposed upon him by the common law, 
or to impose a concurrent responsibility upon 
the Government. 
12. A uniform system of accounts for all 
railroad companies (except street railroads) 
doing business as common carriers should be 
enforced by the governing authority of the 
State.

NORTHERN NOTES. 
Up-Country Brief Paragraphs of News. 
Seattle has a Chess Club. 
Slush, rain, snow and cold weather at 
Portland, Oregon. 
The W alla W alla country shipped 75,000 
tons of wheat this year. 
Roseburg is making quite a number of 
substantial improvements. 
General Lane celebrated his 78th birth­ 
day at Roseberg on the 14th of December. 
The Oregon Steam Navigation Company 
have ordered all their boats on the upper 
Columbia into winter quarters. 
Palouse Gazette: From present indica­ 
tions the Palouse country will soon be vis­ 
ited by a season of unprecedented pros­ 
perity. 
The southern Oregon papers continue to 
be filled with accounts of the recent floods. 
Nearly every village reports more or less 
damage—bridges, fences, etc., washed out. 
Roseburg Star: Notwithstanding the 
miserable condition of the roads, several 
teams from Jackson and Josephine counties 
have been loaded during the past week 
with freight for the merchants of that sec­ 
tion.The saloon men of W alla Walla contest­ 
ed the ordinance requiring them to close 
up at midnight, in the District Court latt 
week. It was held by the Court that the 
city had no right to pass such an ordi­ 
nance. 


W a sh in g to n , December 31, 1879. 
The fire in the Stewart mansion last 
evening is the topic of conversation all 
over the city to-day. The public has 
always taken a deep and tragic interest in 
that splendid pile. The most imposing 
private residence in the city, it was erected 
in 1872—the costliest year since the war 
for building—and has stood tenantless and 
profitless for four or Tnore years of its ex­ 
istence, the tomb of full $'200,000 of dead 
and buried capital. It was too costly to 
secure a tenant. The Chinese Legation, 
among other parties, were obliged to forego 
the luxury of occupying it on account of 
the enormous rental. Fronting the Con­ 
necticut avenue circle, and but a few rods 
from the British Legation block, in the 
patrician “ northwest end” of the city, its 
location is proudly eminent, and its tower­ 
ing architecture made it 
AN AWFl'L SPEITACLE OF BEAUTY 
When the flames were raging through its 
upper portion. It looked like a splendid 
lost soul in the clutches of a demon. Much 
of the furniture was made to order in Eu­ 
rope, and the carpets and lace hangings 
were also imported and were very costly. 
These last, popular tradition has said, were 
rotting and a prey to moths from long dis­ 
use, only a servant or two being in charge 
during the owner’s long absence. Every 
one was glad last June when the genial, 
popular mistress of the mansion came back 
to it, and put it in thorough repair, open­ 
ing it to guests but a few weeks since. 
Only grate fires had been used till yester­ 
day morning, when the enormous furnace 
was fired up, for the first time in four years 
—the little ceremony of putting water in 
the boiler being, it is said, omitted. The 
ironwork soon attained a white heat, the 
communications melted, and the pine 
woodwork—North Carolina pine, very 
pitchy—was not long in taking the hint to 
burn, the flames beginning in one of the 
upper rooms at the rear. W ith Mrs. Stew­ 
art were her sister (Mrs. Wood) and Miss 
Page, a sister of Mrs. Thomas Bryan, wife 
of a former District Commissioner. The 
latter lady and Mrs. Stewart had gone to 
spend the evening with Mrs. Bryan, a few 
blocks distant, but were summoned home 
by the flames. Mrs. Stewart found her 
kind neighbor, Sir Edward Thornton' (the 
British Minister) and several members of 
his Legation on the spot, and in the midst 
of doing noble service in superintending 
the rescue ofj valuables, he took Mrs. 
Stewart and Miss Page on either arm to 
his own home as Lady Thornton’s guests 
for the night. The six-year-old daughter, 
May Belle, was also taken there, and when 
she grows up she can have it to tell the 
other girls how mamma and herself, at the 
time of their great fire, were entertained 
for a day and two nights at the British 
Minister’s. On to-morrow it is Mrs. Stew­ 
art’s purpose to locate for the winter. She 
bears up wonderfully under the painful ex­ 
citement, fortified in part perhaps by the 
comfortable knowledge that there was 
-$70,000 insurance on the house and $30,000 
on the furniture. The property is deeded 
to Mrs. Stewart and the insurance papers 
are made out to her. There is a mortgage 
of $28,000 on the place. To-day the inte­ 
rior looked like 
THE ABOMINATION OF DESOLATION. 
Tables of the rarest Florentine mosaic, such 
as a skilled workman of that far land may 
have spent half a lifetime in working, and 
selected by Mrs. Stewart herself, in Eu­ 
rope, had been ruthlessly broken and 
crushed by the bevy of rough men who 
rushed in “ to save things.” Exquisite 
vases of marble, and statues of gods and 
goddesses lay in ignoble ruins. Drenched 
carpets anti pianos, and costly wearing ap­ 
parel utterly ruined, sickened the eye. 
The water which percolated in streams 
from the upper stories did almost as much 
damage on the main floor as the flames did 
above. About the sorriest sight was the 
little daughter’s French governess bewail­ 
ing her own cherished piano and the mod­ 
est accumulations of trinkets that were 
endeared to her by long, slow years of gar­ 
nering up. Her losses are unsecured by 
insurance. The firemen did gallant ser­ 
vice ; better was never seen ; and when 
water was found to be scanty, District 
Commissioner Thomas P. Morgan, another 
near neighbor, gave orders to have all the 
wator-cocks in the vicinity turned off, to 
add to the pressure. 
Very many have 
spoken to-day with friendly sympathy, of 
the ex-Senator away in California, and 
felicitated him upon the buoyant spirit that 
I rallies so grandly from all reverses. Two 
¡ elder daughters, both married, reside in 
| San Francisco. Mrs. Hooker was liantl- 
j some Bessie Stewart and had a brief gay 
bellehood and grand wedding here a few 
years since. 
SAFEGUARDS. 
By the burning of this mansion and the 
sadder Providence that removed Senator 
Chandler from life, two homes that were 
to have been centers of genial hospitality 
i this winter have been closed. This is a 
misfortune to our social world. Much as 
“ Washington .Society ” has been abused 
and undervalued by thoughless pens, it isa 
great safeguard in times of political tur­ 
moil. It lubricates the machinery of par­ 
tisan strife. It is an effort in the direction 
of mutual brotherhood, and does away with 
much unwholesome rancor and friction. 
Fernando Wood, in owning a home here 
and giving handsome entertainments, has 
done a good thing for the State he helps to 
repretent. Assisted by his daughter, Mrs. 
Hickok, he gave a graceful evening recep­ 
tion to Miss Emma Thursby two weeks 
ago to-night, when she was here with her 
concert troupe. Cabinet officers, Senators, 
the Chief Justice and several of his associ­ 
ates, with ladies of their families, were 
among those who paid court to the gifted 
songstress on that occasion. One cannot 
help admiring the self-control and indomi­ 
table heart of that stiff, unbending old 
survivor of misfortune. Of many griefs 
his life has known, perhaps the very 
sharpest is the insanity of his young wife— 
an inmate, it is said, of a private retreat 
where his love provides bountifully for her 
wants. 
SOCIETY NOTES. 
Another New York city Congressman—a 
Republican I am glad to say—Hon. Levi 
P. Morton, head ot the great banking firm 
of Morton A Drexel, has bought the his­ 
toric 
Hooper mansion, 1501 H street, 
which the Hon. Samuel Hooper, the father- 
in-law of Charles Sumner, purchased from 
the Adams family years ago. Here have 
been given some of the most memorable 
banquets of the p ast; and Mr. and Mrs. 
Morton have rededicated the stately old 
house to the deities of hospitality. Their 
first entertainment was a dinner made 
to a little party of New York Con­ 
gressmen three weeks ago ; their second, 
a children's party Christmas week ; their 
third, a dinner to General and Mrs. Grant, 
with sixteen guests invited to meet them, 
on Monday evening of this week. The 
house is a great, square mansion, facing 
the north front of Wormley’s Hotel. Fif­ 
teen thousand dollars have been ex­ 
pended in repairs, aud the great-roomed 
house, with its square central hall, 
large enough for a banquet room, has 
grown vital with warm colors and rich and 
tasteful furnishing. They keep a corps of 
French cooks in their cuisine, under an 
accomplished chef. This dinner given to 
General Grant was the last and most elab­ 
orate of three that was made for him dur­ 
ing the three days of his stay, all being 
elegant. His host, General Beale, a former 
Minister to Austria, has a large and fine 
home on Lafayette Square. He and Gen­ 
eral Grant are long-time friends, aud this 
visit was to him personally, the stipula­ 
tion being that it should be private entire­ 
ly. I saw General and Mrs. Grant, with 
their h o s t , t h e i r old pew at the Metro­ 
politan M. E. Church on Sunday ; aud the 
following day, at General Beale’s, I had 
the pleasure of asking his impression of 
HI3 CALIFORNIA RECEPTION. 
He spoke earnestly and with evident feel­ 
ing : “ Few things in my life have touched 


me so deeply. It was so unexpected, and 
such a contrast to the struggling years I 
spoilt there when I was younger.” He re­ 
curred to it again, mentioning the recep­ 
tions both at San Francisco and Sacramento; 
and, more generally, at all points he visited 
on the Pacific coast. He recounted the 
pleasnresof his Yosemite trip, mentioning— 
this to a little group of gentlemen near 
him—his driving the stage coach through 
the body of one of the big trees. General 
Beale told me that scarcely any of the 
brilliant scenes through which lie had 
passed during his great journey seemed to 
have left so deep and cherished a memory 
as his reception on your own coast by his 
fellow-citizens—strangers, yet not strangers, 
but grateful to his sight after his long 
wanderings. 
General Beale is a delightful host, and 
everything was done in perfection to make 
the Grants’ visit restful and delightful. 
Even those Arabian horses, “ Leopard” 
and “ Linda,” presented to the ex-Presi­ 
dent by the Sultan of Turkey, were brought 
in from the country to his stables in town, 
where their owner might see them as often 
as he wished. They are superbly formed 
creatures—iron-gray in color, and caress­ 
ing in their manner, even to strangers. 
Their mild eyes seem always asking you to 
love them, but their ears and nostrils are 
full of fire and spirit. 
The brief stay of Gen. and Mrs. Grant 
was full of delightful incidents. 
She 
seemed happy to be in "Washington again ; 
very many ladies called upon her, and she 
had a modest greeting for all. ¿t was a 
graceful feature at Mr. Morton’s—the por­ 
trait of the General, hanging in life-size 
opposite the front entrance upon the wall 
of that baronial-looking hall, dressed in 
the uniform of his rank, with hat on and 
field-glass in hand. It is a speaking like­ 
ness, and was painted just at the close of 
the war. 
A REJOINDER. 
Before finishing this letter it is due to 
myself that I allude to an ungracious and 
uncalled-for criticism upon me by name, in 
the R e co rd -U n io n of December 20th, by 
an Oregon correspondent, “ C.” I am 
gravely charged with having told my 
readers that Simeon B. Chittenden, an 
eminent Brooklyn Congressman, long a 
New York city importer, once ran for 
Mayor of Detroit.

It would 
have been in better taste had he done so 
before rushing into print as a censor of a 
fellow-correspondent. In the sentence pre­ 
ceding the statement I made regarding Mr. 
Chandler, I had revised four compositor’s 
rendering of Mr. Chittenden’s first name. 
Hence my talented arraigner’s confusion of 
ideas. W ith equal clearness he makes an 
imaginary point on my reference to Gen­ 
eral Jeff. C. Davis, to whose soldierly 
traits I both then and always have done 
kindly justice. En passant, I had a pleas­ 
ant after-dinner interview with the Gen­ 
eral on that last and ill-fated visit to 
Washington, to preside at the meeting of 
the Army of the Cumberland. When I 
rose at its conclusion and bade him good 
evening, he said, with a warm grasp of his 
clay-cold hand, “ Not good evening, but 
good night.” He had already contracted 
the cold that resulted in hia’death, and was 
too ill to go to the Capitol ball that night. 
Y eti little dreamed, during our brief inter­ 
change of thought, how soon my grave 
though kindly interlocutor would be called 
to bid this warm and breathing world of 
men “ Not good evening, but good night.”

HOME ADORNMENT AND DOMESTIC ECON­ 
OMY-ALL AROUND THE HOUSE.

Useful Information. 
H a n d in g B a s k e t.— This is indeed an 
“ age of progress,” and I am glad to see 
that it comes home to us in our domestic 
arrangoments and the adornment of our 
homes. I was very much interested by 
Miss Crane’s description of a rustic box, in 
the November number of the Horticulturist, 
and I expect to profit by her example. Al­ 
low me to suggest a very pretty hanging 
basket, a description of which I have never 
seen in print. Take a large cocoanut shell 
with the top sawed off, as is usually done 
for eating the meat, and drill three small 
holes at equal distance around the top 
edge. After this, drill quite a number of 
small holes in the bottom and sides. Into 
each of the three holes first drilled insert 
the end of a piece of small wire, leaving 
each piece two or three feet long; join 
these, twisting them together at the end, 
forming a loop or ring, and the basket is 
complete. The object of the holes in the 
side and bottom is to prevent the shell 
from cracking. Care should be taken to 
thoroughly moisten the dirt before putting 
it in the basket, as the danger of cracking 
will thereby be lessened. Owing to putting 
the dirt in dry, my first effort resulted in 
breaking the shell. 
Other adornments 
might be added in accordance with the 
taste of the constructor.—[T. S. Price, in 
the Horticulturist. 
U se o f th e P o ta to .—In France farina 
is largely used for culinary purposes. The 
famed gravies, sauces and soups are largely 
indebted for their excellence to that 
source, and its bread and pastry equally 
so, while a great deal of the so-called 
cognac, imported into England from 
France, is the product of the potato. 
Throughout Germany the same uses are 
common. In Poland the manufacture of 
spirits from the potato is a most extensive 
trade. 
“ Stettin brandy,” well known in 
commerce, is largely imported into Eng­ 
land, and is sent from thence to many of 
her foreign possessions as the produce 
of the grape, and is placed on many a table 
of England as the same, while the fair la­ 
dies of our country perfume themselves 
with the spirit of potato, under the desig­ 
nation of eau de Cologne. But there are 
other uses which this esculent is turned to 
abroad. After extracting the farina the 
pulp is manufactured into ornamental arti­ 
cles, such as picture-frames, snuff-boxes 
and several descriptions of toys, and the 
water that runs from it in the process of 
manufacture is a most valuable scourer. 
For perfectly cleansing woolens and such 
like articles it is the housewife’s panacea, 
aud if the washerwoman happens to have 
chilblains she becomes cured by the opera­ 
tion. 
Soup. —Soup i s universally regarded as the 
indispensable beginning of every well-or­ 
dered dinner. In discussing its rationale Sir 
H. Thompson says : “ Some regard itas cal­ 
culated to diminish digestive power, on 
the theory that so much Huid taken at first 
dilutes the gastric juices. But there ap­ 
pears to be no foundation for this belief : 
a clear soup, or the fluid constitution of a 
puree, disappears almost immediately after 
entering the stomach, being absorbed by 
the proper vessels, and in no way inter­ 
feres with the gastric juice, which is stored 
in its appropriate cells ready for action. 
The habit of commencing dinner with soup 
has, without doubt, its origin in the fact 
that aliment in this fluid form—in fact, 
ready digested—soon enters the blood and 
rapidly refreshes 
the 
hungry man, 
who, 
after a considerable fast and 
much activity, sits down with a sense of 
exhaustion to commence his principal meal. 
In two or three minutes after taking a plate 
of good warm consomme, the feeling of ex­ 
haustion disappears, and irritability gives 
way to the gradually rising sense of good 
fellowship with the circle. Some persons 
have the custom of allaying exhaustion 
witli a glass of sherry before food—a gas­ 
tronomic no less than a physiological blun­ 
der, injuring the. stomach and depraving 
the palate. The soup introduces at once 
into the system a small installment of 
ready-digested food, and saves the short 
period of time which must be spent by the 
stomach in deriving some portion of 
nutriment from solid aliment, as well as 
indirectly strengthening the organ of di­ 
gestion itself for its forthcoming duties.—

Receipts. 
S ponge C a k e .— Fifteeu eggs, one-fourth 
pound flour, one jiound sugar. 
S w e e t C a k e s.—Seven eggs, half pound 
sugar, one pound butter, four pounds flour, 
one teaspoon soda and one teacup butter­ 
milk. 
F r u it C a k e .— One pound each of flour, 
butter and sugar, one dozen eggs, two 
pounds seeded raisins, one and a half 
pounds citron cut in small pieces. 
B osto n B re a d .—Three pounds flour, 
half-pint pot yeast, one-fourth pound lard, 
four eggs, one tablespoon brown sugar, 
a little salt. 
S a lly Lunn.—Six eggs, three cups of 
flour, one each of milk, yeast, sugar and 
butter. When wanted for supper, mix at 
noon ; when for breakfast, omit the sugar. 
J e l ly C a k e .—Six eggs, one pound each 
of flour and sugar, half pound butter, one 
teaspoon baking powder and half a teacup 
sweet milk. 
P o u n d C a k e .—Fourteen eggs, one and 
a half pounds each of sugar and flour, one 
and one-fourth pounds blitter and one tea­ 
spoon baking powder ; bake one and one- 
half hours. 
E gg B re a d .— One quart of buttermilk, 
three eggs, three tablespoons flour, lump 
of butter size of an egg, half teaspoon 
soda, corn meal enough to make a thin 
batter. 
S ilv e r C a k e .—One pound each of flour 
and sugar, whites of twelve eggs, half 
pound of butter, one cup of sweet milk, 
one teaspoon of yeast powder ; flavor to 
taste. 
G in g e r C a k e .— One and a half pounds 
flour, one dozen eggs, one cup sweet milk, 
one pound butter, one pint molasses, half 
ponnd sugar, one teaspoon soda, two table­ 
spoons ginger, twelve cloves and one tea­ 
spoon cinnamon. 
L ig h t B re a d B a tte r-c a k e s 
Take 
three slices of light bread, one quart of 
boiled sweet milk ; pour the milk over the 
bread and let it stand from three to five 
hours, add half a pint of buttermilk, one 
teaspoon soda, one teaspoon salt and two 
eggs. 
C up C a k e .— Five eggs, one enp butter, 
two cups sugar, three cupa flour, two tea­ 
spoons of pearl ash ; beat the eggs sepa­ 
rately, cream the sugar and butter to­ 
gether, add to them the yolks, and after 
they are all beaten mix iiTthe whites and 
flour, di solve the pearl ash in milk and 
stir in just before baking. 
F la n n e l C a k e s.—Mix one pint cold 
mush with one quart of wanu milk and 
three eggs beaten very light and enough 
flour to make it tolerably thick, put in 
three tablespoons of yeast and set it to nse 
the night liefore. Before baking them, stir 
in a lump of butter or lard size of an egg. 
M u sh B re a d .—Put a pint of sweet 
milk in a sauce pin, and when it comes to 
a boil make a thin mush with corn meal. 
Cook it done and set it aside to cool; beat 
in one egg at a time till you have pnt in 
three ; add a piece of butter the size of an 
egg anti a little salt; put in a deep dish 
and hake; it must be eaten as soon as 
baked.

Chicago, January 9th.—The Tim es A ugusta spe­ 
cial say s: I t Í9 now revealed th at the Fusionists 
fully expected th at the Republicans would take pos­ 
session of the House Wednesday, as undoubtedly 
they had the power. 
When Eugene Hale put the 
motion to adjourn, tiie Fusiouists were few in num ­ 
ber in the hall, and indignant Republicans were 
there in force, and one word from either would have 
been the signal for purging the Capitol of the usurp­ 
ers and inaugurating the Government by the legally 
chosen representatives of the people. 
Some regret 
now that it was not done. 
It is apparent that the 
forces of the opposition are weakened and terribly de­ 
moralized. 
Speaker Talbot says he is entirely un­ 
supported. 
Indeed the Fusionists have no leader to 
rally their forces and direct their movements. This 
weakness develops in their repeated caucuses, w ith­ 
out arriving at any definite conclusion as to their 
line o action. 
The Republicans to-night are found 
at the hotels with faces wreathed in smiles, and are 
confident th at the ja»i has broken, and th at they 
are yet to be m asters of the situation. 
Hale’s leader­ 
ship is consumm ate, and carries terror to his ene­ 
mies. 
AU the confidence, pluck, and hope are on 
the Republican side. 


INCREASED DOEBT AND DISTRUST. 
Boston, January 9th.—An Augusta special to the 
Herald to day says: The feeling of doubt and dis­ 
tru st which prevails has increased rather than di­ 
minished within 24 hours. 
The mUitary power, 
though no troops are called out, is becoming unusu­ 
ally conspicuous for Maine. 
General Chamberlain is 
in constant consultation with the civil authorities, 
and is gradually becoming an im portant figure. 
General John Marshall Brown, of his staff, arrived 
from Portland this morning, and other old army of­ 
ficers are expected to-day. 
THE CONFERENCE AT BLAINE’S HOUSE. 
The conference at Blaine’s house lasted until a late 
hour this morning. 
Teams were coming and going 
to and from the hou?e as late as 1 o’clock.

Augusta House every person who entered or went 
out, up to 2 o’clock at least, was an object of suspi­ 
cion and closely watched until his business was 
known. 
A NERVOUS AND PANICKY FEELING. 
This m orning the politicians are somewhat nerv­ 
ous, and the Fusionists a little panicky.

By this order General Chamberlain 
assumes tem porarily the office of Governor and 
commander-in-chief, and the entire police force at 
the State House was changed this morning, those 
indicated by Chamberlain taking the place of those 
drilling there for several w’eeks.

L ast W ednesday afternoon a hoy of about 
17 went into the office of Leo Eloesser, who 
is a book and job printer a t No. 414 Clay 
street, and is also the Secretary of the Eureka 
Benevolent Society, and told a most pitiful 
story. 
H e had, he said, fallen down an em­ 
bankm ent, sustaining thereby a dislocation 
of the right ankle, and beiug poor, friendless 
and utterly alone, he had neither place to re­ 
cuperate his injuries in nor money to pay for 
surgical assistance. 
The story of the lad, 
who gave his name as Schrieber, appealed 
directly to his listener, and the humane Sec­ 
retary, after examining the swollen ankle, 
without delay wrote out a i-ermit for Schrie­ 
ber to enter the German Hospital. 
Express­ 
ing grateful thanks, Schrieber took leave of 
the Secretary and was conveyed to the hos­ 
pital.

This was not long in 
forthcoming, and yesterday the young man 
was duly admitted. 
L ast evening a most i 
surprising discovery was made. 
Before be­ 
ing placed in the wards it was necessary that 
Schrieber should take a bath. 
To this he 
objected strenuously. 
His objections to be­ 
ing stripped were urged so vehemently th at 
it was determined 
to search him. 
His 
clothes were accordingly removed, and upon 
each of his arms, swathed in handkerchiefs 
and towels, was a handcuff, having been sep­ 
arated from its mate. 
U nder the iron brace­ 
let a dark red mark showed that it had been 
there for some time. 
When asked for an 
explanation, Schrieber told conflicting stories, 
one of which was that while playing on the 
sand lots his companions had placed the 
handcuffs there in sport, and that he could 
not get them off. 
Another of his stories was 
that he was an escape from the Industrial 
School. 
N either is believed to be true, but 
it is thought he is an escape from the Yolo 
County Jail. 
The police were notified of the

Born in E n g laf d —Once a W ealthy Mer­ 
chant—R-'s Hallucination. 


Em peror Norton, whrise well-known form 
has been an object of cu rh ’xfty to all strangers 
landing in San Francisco, died suddenly at 
8:15 o’clock Thursday nigh.’, '>n the south­ 
east corner of California and jdupont streets, 
in th at city. 
A t the tim e m ent 'oned he was 
walking leisurely along the latte r thorough­ 
fare, when he was seen to stop and drop 
suddenly to the sidewalk. 
W illiam I’roll, 
who 
was 
w ithin ia 
few paces ^ behind 
him, went to his assistance and raisec? him 
to a sitting posture. 
Other kind bands 
lent their assistance, and the stricken E m ­ 
peror was provided with a seat and givan 
such treatm ent as the time and place afforded. 
From the tim e he was raised from thg 
ground he remained speechless and uncon­ 
scious, and in ten minutes afterwards, with a 
deep moan, he died. 
The Coroner was im­ 
mediately sent for and the body soon after 
removed to the Morgue. 
Upon his person 
were found §2 50 in gold, §8 in silver and a 
five-franc silver piece of the issue of 1828, 
and also fictitious telegrams from contem- 
jroraneouB potentates, all w ritten on genuine 
telegraphic blanks, and delivered to him 
probably by ]>erson8 who m eant Norton no 
harm and aid him none by catering in good 
humor to his harmless delusion. 


BIOGRAPHY OP DECEASED. 
Joshua A. Norton was born in London, 
England, on the 4th day of February, 1817. 
He was of Jewish parentage, and inherited 
all the shrewd characteristics of his race. 
H e came to San Francisco in November, 
1848, from Valparaiso, Chile, where he ar­ 
rived but a short time before from Cape 
Town, South Africa. 
B ut little is known of 
his early life except what has been gathered 
from him at different times. 
H e is remem­ 
bered by the early pioneers as having been a 
shrewd, safe and prosperous maif, possessing 
more than ordinary intelligence, fertile of re­ 
source and enterprise. 
H is business pur­ 
suits were 
varied. 
A t 
one 
time 
he 
was buying partner for three or 
four 
mercantile houses in the interior of the 
State, and in this capacity manifested great 
business ability. 
Then he engaged in the 
real estate business, in which he continued, 
with apparent prosperity, a number of years. 
W hile in this business he became possessor of 
much valuable real estate, and judging by 
the frequent occurrence of his name on the 
city and county records, and the monetary 
values represented, he was one of the largest 
land speculators in those early times. 
I t ap­ 
pears th at his business career culminated in 
the grand effort to get a “ corner ” on rice, - 
which staple was, some fourteen or sixteen 
years ago, a favorite article for specula­ 
tion. 
He 
purchased 
ail that was in 
the 
city, 
and, 
as rumor 
has 
it, 
all 
th at he 
could 
ascertain was in transit, 
paying large prices, with a view c,f controll­ 
ing a future m arket. 
Of Macondray k Co. 
he bought a large cargo, to arrive, agreeing to 
pay 15 cents per pound, or thereabouts. Other 
shipments, however, that he knew not of 
were reported in the meantime, and upon 
the arrival of Macondray k Co.’s cargo 
the m arket was so “ flat ’ that he could not 
meet his contract, and a protracted lawsuit 
followed, during which the mania that he was 
“ E m peror” first became manifest. 
He said 
th at he proposed to compromise the m atter 
with Messrs. Macondray k Co. by m arrying 
M r. M acondray’s daughter and investing her 
w ith the royal title of Empress. 
HIS HALLUCINATION 
W as th at he was Em peror of California and 
Protector of Mexico. 
In accordance with 
this belief, his sole purpose in life was to 
properly administer to his subjects, and do 
everything possible for the promotion of pros­ 
perity and the advancement of his dominions. 
His diplomatic relations with other countries 
were not lost sight of, and he profited by 
closely observing the progress or downfall of 
other nations, using their experience in his 
home policy. H e claimed to have reconciled 
the French and Prussians, and to have brought 
about the peace th at was established between 
them at the close of the Franco-Prussian war. 
H e also claimed that the rebellion was ter­ 
minated through bis intercession, and that the 
success attending the reconstruction of the 
Union was due in a great part to his wise 
counsel. 
The great resources of California 
was his pride. 
San Francisco, his favorite 
city, he called “ The Queen of the Pacific.” 
By 
proclamation 
(which, 
sometimes, 
to 
humor his whim, were published in the city 
press) he communicated to his subjects his 
ideas of progress and justice. 
H e never 
failed to attach his signature, with the im­ 
perial seal, “ Norton 1., Emperor of Califor­ 
nia and Protector of Mexico, Dei gratia.’’ 
Thus from day to day he busied himself with 
the affairs of his empire. 
H is belief that he 
ruled most royally was strengthened by the 
homage th at all showed him. 


HIS STYLE OF DRESS. 
H e could readily be recognized by his dress, 
as he paid no attention whatever to the vary­ 
ing fashion. 
H is coat was navy bine, out in 
m ilitary style,and lavishly trimmed with brass 
buttons. 
On the shoulders were heavy epau­ 
lets, usually tarnished with exposure to the 
weather. 
In his hat there always waived a 
jilume of feathers. 
H e always wore a but- 
ton-hole flower. 
He usually carried a cane, 
which represented a snake wound round a 
limb, of which he was very proud, as he had 
frequently created a’ sensation in the houses 
of the Legislature by setting the rattle in 
uiotioD. 
He was a good conversationalist, 
and having free access to all the libraries and 
reading-rooms, kept well 
po.-ted on cur­ 
rent 
topics. 
He 
talked 
readily upon 
any 
subject. 
H e 
was 
more 
familiar 
with 
history than the ordinary citizen. 
His scientific knowledge, 
though 
some­ 
times mixed, was considerable. 
He attended 
any of the theatres where be pleased. 
He 
journeyed by rail and other public convey­ 
ances without expense, 
lie was on familiar 
terms with all officials, high and low, feeling 
that they were merely his favored subjects. 
He was perfectly harmless, and at times joc­ 
ular and humorous. 
H is living was very in­ 
expensive. 
H e occupied a cheap room and 
lived at cheap restaurants. 
He was temper­ 
ate in habits. 
W hen he wished money he 
would sign one of the Im perial drafts, and 
presenting it to an acquaintance who hu­ 
mored his delusion, get it cashed. 
He kept 
a large quantity of these drafts oil hand. 
The following is a copy of w hat has long 
been known in San Francisco as the E m ­ 
peror’s sc rip : 
No. 3043—United States.—The Imperial Govern 
m ent of Norton I. promises to pay the holder hereof 
the sum of Fifty Cents in the year 1800, with inter­ 
est at 4 per cent, per annum from date, the princi­ 
pal and interest to be convertible, at the option of 
the holder, at m aturity, in to : twenty-years 4-per 
cent. Bonds, or payable in Gold Goin. 
Given under our Royai hand and seal this 8th day 
of January. 1880. 
NORTuN I., Emperor. 


NORTON’S HOYLE. 
The Em peror had occupied a room in the 
Eureka 
Lodging 
House, on Commercial 
street, San Francisco, for the past seventeen 
years. 
He paid his room-rent—fifty cents— 
everv night before retiring. 
He has never 
failed in this since he first began to frequent 
the house. 
W hen a reporter Thursday night 
visited the apartm ent occupied by the de­ 
ceased Emperor for so many years, the room 
was in the same oondition in which it had 
been left by him a few hours before. 
I t i» 
about nine by five feet in Size, and has one 
small window fronting on Commercial street. 
On the walls were a number of- lithographs 
and photographio representations of some 
of his royal equals, including Queen Emma, 
of the Sandwioh Islands,, and one of the 
Empress Eugenie when she was young and 
fair. 
Suspended from a nail on one side was 
iiis saber with his silk sash and its rich tassel 
pendants; opposite to these were a num ber 
of m ilitary caps, hats and chapeaus, w ith 
vari-colored feather adornments ; in one cor­ 
ner was a group of walking-sticks, the han­ 
dles carved in fantsstic shapes, and several 
i f them adorned with silver plate», on which 
were engraved bis name and title : in an­ 
other corner was the Chinese umbrella which 
he occasionally carried on rainy dnys. 
This 
was the instrum ent with which he br»ie a 
a large pane of glass in a Keai ay street store. 
The cause of this display of imperial w rath 
was, th at a local caricaturist had a short time 
before pictured a lunch table, on one side 
of which stood Emperor Nunton, and on tha 
o hco,. perched upon his hind tegs, w ith 
one-.eye cast upoa his inq>erial neighbor, and 
the other restiag upon his fore paws, in 
which he held a bee! samlwleb, was a notori­ 
ous dog known as Bummer, the companion of 
Lazarus, whivh had been placed in the win­ 
dow. 
This satire upon his free-lunch habits 
go excited the Em peror that he raised his 
umbrella aad demolished the skis*. 
Norton was a m ember of the Masonic O r­ 
der, beloaging to Occidental laidge, F . and, 
A. M., San Francisco. 
A s he was in good] 
standing tip to the tim e cf «he appearance oS 
his m ainly, his brethren have since then con» 
tributo! a regular stipet d to hi» support. H a 
is dead, and no citizen »f San Francisco could 
have been taken, away who would be szota 
generally missed than Joshua A. N'.t Uui, 
alias Norton I., Emperor.
